[Text7 Officers with conscientious objections 
in nuclear matters, says Minister of Defense 

De Geus might as well forget a successful career 
in the army. Military men must be generally 
capable of being put into action. A roasoning 
which, according to De Geus, parliament does not 
question, Besides, “dissident™ military men 
must accept the democratic rules of the game, 
determined by parliament. If they do not do 
that, then there is a real danger of the army 
becoming a political factor in the Dutch legal 
svstem, 


"In the Dutch military forces, it is the majority which says they 

want to carry out the assignments imposed on them, as is required of 
tcem,. All attention, especially of the media, is now concentrated 

on conscientious objectors, Up till now there have been only two 
professional military men, who have declared--if aggression is com- 
mitted against our country and it is threatened with nuclear weapons-- 
that we could no longer count on their support, One of them is. Cap- 
tain Stelling, while the other, a naval officer, wants to remain anon- 
ymous. 


"What concerns me further is that parliament, during the discussion 
about conscientious objectors in our army, gave very little attention 
to the Law on Conscientious Objectors in Military Service, This 
legislation, which is unique in the world, has enough contact points 
to accommodate the conscientious objections of atomic pacifists," 
according to minister of defense, doctoral candidate P.B.R, de Geus,

'667 and CDA /Christian Domocratic Appeal] directed at him a few 
minutes previously in a public commission meeting, Doctoral candi- 
date De Geus warded off still somewhat uncomfortably last week at 

the commission meeting the obnoxious criticisms and sarcastic remarks 
of parlinmentary experts, lt is clear that De Geus still must accus- 


tom himself to the "great political game," was the remark of the 
communist Wolff, who wearily complained during the meeting that the 
representatives did not go much further with the “innocuous answers" 
of the minister about conscientious objectors, 


llowever, Ve Geus is not completely lacking any political experience 
as he himself has emphasized, Like his predecessor, Vr Scholten, 
ve Geus was a member of the CHU Ztnristion Historical Uniop/ (mean- 
while he joined the CUA), in which he was chairman of the defense 
committee for a time, 


In 1970 he was elected as a member of the Maasluis Town Council, 3 
years later De Geus was the chairman of the local CDA group. In 1977 
he decided to switch from local to national politics, when he ap- 
pease on the CUA slate for the Second Chamber, However Doctoral 
andidate Ve Geus was appointed in the same year as director general 
of economics and finance at defense, to be placed in charge of this 
department in the middle of 1980, after the eperousees of Minister 
Scholten as vice president of the Council of State, 


Un taking office, he inherited a number of critical problems, of 
which “conscientious objectors” is one of the most difficult, The 
subdued emotional discussion in civilian society about whether or not 
to station new nuclear weapons in Dutch territory rages like a peat 
bow fire in the military forces, aroused by the position of only two 
military men, 


After being in office hardly a month, Ve Geus issues a letter on 

14 October to his commanders about the assignment and role of nuclear 
weapons in the army and problems of conscience. De Geus says the 
letter is intended to clarify matters, and, of course, regarding ques- 
tions of commanders and the Defense Personnel Division, The letter 
must establish general principles. 


The political leader savs the cornerstone of defense policy is to 
promote stability in internationul relationships. "The government 
ond the majority of the people's representatives assume therefore, 
that in the existing international situation nuclear weapons are 
essential to prevent war through deterrence, ‘The deterrent effect 

of nuclear weapons is based on the unacceptable risk which an aggres. 


sor would run, ‘The prevention of war rests on this, That is the 
paradox of nuclear weapons; by being willing to use them, they do not 
need to be used,” 











Moreover, the Netherlands itself does not have any nuclear weapons, 
Vonsequentliy Dutch military personne! only have contact with these 
weapons incidentally und mostly indirectly in peacetime, for example, 
in guarding American nuclear weapons, 


In the original reasoning of De Geus, “the way of resignation on ro- 
quest is open" for the military personne!) who cannot accept the 
ministerial point of view, Under pressure from the chamber, De Geus 
had to abandon this way and he will soon consult with military 
interest associations to jointly seek alternatives in the military 
forces for conscientious objectors, Thav certainly has consequences 
for the “dissidents” careers, De Geus: “An officer with objections, 
who wants to be a brigade commander, can never win such a position 
because he is not generally capable of being put into action, You 
must understand that well," 


The minister says the military forces can never carry out their 
assignment with two kinds of peoples “Namely with people who can be 
relied on completely and others who cannot be counted on under all 
circumstances," Therefore general capability of being put into 
action is the fundamental principle of organization and personnel 
policy in the military forces: “an inflexible point in my reasoning 
whieh the chamber majority has not questioned,” according to_De Geus, 
who calmed tie alurmed NOV Netherlands Officers Association] with 
his definite decision, The NOV Executive Committee recentiy warned 
the top political officers in defense about the increasing unrest 
among officers, especially about the often frequent polemics in the 
press about nuclear weapons problems, in which military men are “por- 
trayed as potential war criminals," 


Clearly dissatisfied with the minister's letter is the socialist, 
doctor of laws, Kk, de Vries, who says that "the tone of the letter is 
false." The PvdA defense specialist suggested last week that the 
majority of the Dutch people no longer support the deterrence scena- 
rio used by NATO, A reasoning which contrasts sharply with the atti- 
tude of the leading PvdA candidate, Den Uyl, who even threatened to 
quit, if his political comrades should decide to withdraw from NATO, 


The internal disunity in the PvdA about the (atomic) security policy 
Lo be carried out is not an isolated case. The members are also 
divided in the christian democrats, the largest government group and 
in D'66, That division of minds was also clearly expressed last week 
in the military forees, where 30 persons, for the most part, profes- 
sional officers, have set up a special “Military Porces Peace and 
Security Consultation.” A vehicle, which according to the organizers 
is intended to discuss nuclear weapons problems in the military 
forces, 


The unrest in the military forces has not appeared out of the thin 
air, without any further ado, At the end of '78, Lieutenant Colonel 

















Vouzy in his forewell speech as chairman of the NVO criticised de- 
fonse policy as contradictory, He points out that the government 
says, on one hand, that it wants to reduce the role of nuclear weap- 
ons and, on the other hand, to adopt a number of tactical weapons 

for nuclear use, A paradox which was mentioned earlier in the dis- 
armament report of the Marijnen cabinet (1964), The ministers at 
that time emphasized that, a8 a result of the revolutionary weapons 
technological developments of the postwar years, increasing armament, 
intended to increase security, in fact is going to create more and 
more itsevcurity, Sixteen years later Minister De Geus writes to 

his commanders that the Van Agt government considers it alarming that 
the maintenance of peace and freedom especially “must be based on 
such destructive means, Consequently we cannot be resigned to the 
present condition of nuclear armament," 


According to experts, we see here the tension which government and 
parliament have slowly created in the course of the years, While 
various cabinets emphasized clearly in all kinds of reports that we 
were on the wrong path with armament, is it strange that military men, 
as the eventual executors, develop problems of conscience? No says 
doctoral candidate H,d,M, B passer veacher of social psychology and 
youth problems at the KMA /loval Military Academy/ in Bredat "Those 
who become pacifists in the midst  f these bigarre explosives are not 
foolish, cowardly or unworldly, They see a serious, real problem," 


The question is only to what extent, military officers especially 
have the freedom to publicly express a point of view on this funda- 
montal question which differs from the government policy followed, 
The cabinet, according to Doctoral Candidate De Geus in his letter, 
"has been carrying out a security policy for years which is based on 
a parliamentary majority, Thus a policy ert yy democratically, 
even if nuclear *seapons have a place in it, ought to be carried out 
fnithfully." If “eonscientious objectors" do not accept this demo- 
cratic rule of the game, then a real danger exists of our army becom- 
ing a political factor in our legal system, Therefore Doctoral 
Candidate Ve Geus has expressly emphasized more than once in his 
circular letters the principle of the political neutrality of the 
armed forces vhich prevailed in various successive governments, This 
moans in practice, according to the minister, that the military man, 
in the exereise of his basic rights, may not compromise loyalty "to 
the organization ond the people vho work in it," 


The previous Minister of Vefense Scholten, indicated in 1979 the 
dividing line of how far a military man may fo In answer to the 
questions of the GPV eformed Political Uniop/ member of parliament, 
Verbruch, about public statements of the KMA commandant at the time, 
Von Moyenfeldt, the former minister explicitly confirmed the right 

of the military to free expression of opinion, However, the smooth 
operation of the military forces must not be harmed by the exercise 














of this right, This principle did not apply for Von Mayenfeldt be- 
cause ho was not directly responsible for the nuclear weapons policy 
seetion, Military wen who are certainly directly responsible in 
1980 and who have conscientious objections, will have to accept the 
consequences, in view of the democratic rules of the game,

LISBON INTERNATIONAL ALTERNATE ENERGY CONFERENCE 


Overview of Conference Themes 
Lisbon EXPRESSO REVISTA in Portuguese 15 Nov 80 pp 16) 17R

[Text] The International Chamber of Commerce held an international conference in 
Lisbon last week |2-5 November] on the problems arising in the indue.rial area 
because of world supplice and management of energy resources. For 4 days in 
the Portuguese capital, 250 members of the congress from more than 30 countries 
discussed che most pressing questions having to do with the heavy energy depend- 
ence on petroleum noted in industrialized or developing countries or with the 
search for alternate means in cco vontional as well as new forms of usable energy. 


The conclusions of the four days of work in the form of a number of recommenda- 
tions to industrial sectors and appeals to governments and international organ- 
izations were presented at the closing session at which Portuguese Minister of 
Industry Alvaro Barreto spoke to explain the situation of our country within the 
contexc of the general topic of the conference: "Energy, a Challenge to 
industry.” The consensus is that all should redouble their efforts to insure a 
rejular and stable supply of energy sources through policies which recognize the 
value of the world market as a regulating instrument for energy supply and 
demand, and in the search for energy and its best utilization under conditions 
of acceptable prices. 


The role of governments in that context must be that of complementing and not 
jupplanting the mechaniems of the market, insuring, in turn, rules which will 
effect a balance with respect to energy, economic and ecological objectives. 


A more intensive and close cooperation among those mainly responsible for energy 
policies and between industrial ecctors and governments, as well as the recog- 
nition that an improvement in the dialog among all affected parties could lead 
to the acceptance of the fact that energy is also necessary for the growth and 
development of the Third World, was established as being indispensable. Contri- 
buting with policies, actions and incentives needed for the solution of the 
problems of developing countries, those responsible will contribute to the 
attainment of objectives defined uuring the work of the congress: harmonious 
growth and social peace in the world. 











An energy commission created in the International Chamber of Commerce during the 
conference and which will begin to function next year, is going to try to give 
continuity to the analysis of problews ,osed during the Lisbon meeting. 


Energy and Economic Growth 


One of the principal topics presented to those attending the conference was that 
of the relationships between energy growth and economic growth, presented by 
Professor Hendr{k Houthakker of Harvard University. Dealing with the subject 

from the microeconomic point of view of the main energy sources and their inci- 
dence in the countries of the OECD, the U.S. professor said that petroleum imports 
from JPEC countries have shown declining tendencies although without great visible 
effects in the balancing of the balance of payments. However, the rise in prices 
registered in 1973 and 1979 during the so-called "petroleum crises" would have 
caused fewer upheavals "if all the importing countries had shown themselves will- 
ing to accept their part of the current deficits derived from them." As an 
obvious conclusion, Professor Houthakker emphasized: "All countries should con- 
sider not only cheir individual situation but also that of the world around us." 


Substitute Energy 


Another topic of great interest in the conference had to do with the so-called 
substitute energy sources and their possibilities and limitations. Presented by 
Professor Tor Ragnar Certholm of Stockholm, the report deals with the estimates 
which point to the impossibility of the costs of hydrocarbons rising more than 
two to three percent per year up to 1990 and fiom three to four percent per year 
up to the year 2000. Om the other hand, he cited the consensus existing among 
economists, according to which increases in the costs of energy cannot exceed 
three percent per year in the future and said that production of petroleum and 
natural gas will reach its peak around 1990 but will certainly not exceed 60 
million barrels of petroleum per day, which points to a decline in the importance 
of hydrocarbons as the Limited resource that they are despite the fact that they 
are now the spinal cord of the world supply system. Therefore, around the year 
2020, hydrocarbons should represent only 15 percent of energy fuels, the other 85 
percent being from other sources such as coal, nuclear power and new forms such 
as fusion, geothermal and solar energy. 


After analyzing these alternate sources ana the mechanisms reqired for them to 
replace traditional sources, Professor Tor Gherolm says that the perspective 

from which the problem is viewed should be an appeal to good sense because the 
decline in petroleum production due to the war between Iran and Iraq, together 
with the policy of voluntary production decreases undertaken by other countries, 
will cause a change in the forecasts of the 1978 World Energy Conference Commission 
and he points to a report on energy prospects upto the year 2020 which already 
recommended more intensive petroleum research and prospecting but also the search 
for new sources of supply. 





Enerauy Savinge 


l,l, Sehmid of Switeerland eaid that the possibilities and Limitations of energy 
aavinge ave determined by investments in the industrial sector but their main 
economic implication tw at the government level in the sense that prices should 
reflect the real ecoate of energy. It te up to responsible officials to deter- 
mine energy saving policy by methods which range from informing and educating 
the consumer, to actions to help the user “to help himself." 


The long-term energy caving atrategy in industrialised countries should have the 
reduction of the dependence on petroleum ae a priority, saye Dre Selmid, The 
effect of measures which tend to decrease demand te completely different than 
that of those which have the objective of promoting savings through the more 
rational use of energy. ‘The former can have very serious negative effects on 
economic and soctal plans, while the others, rather than tending to strangle 
economic growth, consubstantlate the condition necessary for the economic and 
noclal development of all countries. “There will be no hope of resolving 
probleme as long ae countries devote themselves to fighting against the symptom 
ine vad of fighting against the real causes of the problem," declared that Swiss 
expert at the Lisbon conterence, 


Portugal: Uranium Again 


On the other hand, Minister of Industry Alvaro Barreto, speaking at the closing 
wennion of the conference, outlined the situation of Portugal in the field of 
energy. He wald specif{teally that our known, usable resources are relatively 
wmall and thateven coal reserves are poor in quantitative as well as qualitative 
terms. Our primary energy needs are only satisfied 13 percent by domestic 
resources (with a dependence of 83 percent on imported petroleum and 4 percent 
on imported coal). That dependence on foreign sources, which translated into a 
cout of one percent of our Grows Domestic Production in 1973, became 10 percent 
if the Grogs Domestic Product today. 


sever, eaid Alvaro Barreto, Portugal has 10,000 tone of uranium ore and re- 
erves which can multiply that amount from two to 10 times according to the results 
of a recent prospecting program. However, it was not possible up to now for 
various reasons to make the political decision, which becomes more and more urgent, 
on the use of nuclear power in Portugal. 


ut per capita consumption of energy is only the equivalent of one ton of 
petroleum per year, a quantity at least three times emaller than the average in 
the partner countries of the FEC, which we would like to join. A foreseeable 
approximation to the aforementioned quantity by Portugal should only become 
possible around the end of the century, said Alvaro Barreto. 


On the other hand, a long-range energy plan is about to be discussed by 
responsible officiala with the main objective of insuring the supply of energy 
necessary for the economic and soctal development of the country under the best 
conditions of reliability, quality and price. Three basic points are going to be 
conslue. ed ae priorities for that objective and Alvaro Barreto defined them: 








reduce our depenilence on foreign sources progreselvely, primarily petroleum 
importa; ineure the reliability of foreign supplies, diversifying their sources 
and types; increase the use of exploitable national resources and implement the 
proper technology for the exploitation of those which have shown themselves to 
be promising.

(Text) Relationships between energy and economic growth and the possibilities 
of energy eavinge ae 4 strategy are subjects being discussed at the International 
Chamber of Commerce Conference taking place in Lisbon.

The relationships between che growth of energy supplies and economic growth in 
the period which preceded and followed immediately after the 1973/1974 petroleum 
boyeott is one of the great areas with which yesterday's session of the conference 
began. 


The other areas of subjects to be discussed are government regulations on the 
price of energy and Che measures which industrialists should discuss with their 
own governments in order to attenuate the pressures on growth caused by variations 
in energy supplies and by the tnerease in the prices of petroleum imports. 


In the area of eneegy saving, the waye the market forces gay bring about a more 
or lees etfictens use of energy, the most suitable energy measures for the 
industrial sector, and the implantation of joint government and industry energy 
naving programa will be discussed, 


Marcel Boiteaux Presentation

[Text) “Traditional energy sources should be replaced quickly," declared Marcel 
folteux, president of ERlectricite de France, speaking at the opening session of 
the International Chamber of Commerce Conference on the subject "Energy, 4 
Challenge to Industry.” 


Marcel Boiteux began by painting a pessimistic picture of the future of energy 
sources exieting worldwide, emphasizing that in the year 2020 consumption will 
triple by comparison with that of today. 




















"Nuclear programs of weatern countries have been considerably reduced for some 
yeare already, and by the way things are going, thie type of energy will only 
contribute a third of what was expected from it at the end of the century," 
declared Marcel boiteux., He continued: "Coal ia the only alternate source on 
which heavy bete can be made today. Experts foresee a tripling of ite use in the 
next 20 yeare and @ quintuplication of international commerce in solid fuels, 
Therefore, the effort to be made tn infrastructures in mines, porte and means of 
traneportation te greater, Ae far ae consumers are concerned, the return to 
converston ‘o coal of their tnatallationa encounters serious difficulties, The 
truth te that with the exception of electric powerplants, coal consumption has 
declined cortinuously since 1973. Today, producers wait for coal consumers to 
puarantee Chem an outlet for their coal. On the other hand, consumers expect 
that eupply guarantees be given. And nothing, or almost nothing, is being done." 


in another part of hie talk, Marcel Boiteux emphasized: "As far as petroleum is 
concerned, investors hesitate to place their capital in areas considered--wi' | 

or without good reason--politically insecure, Eighty percent of the prospecting 

effort is put into play in only 15 percent of the energy resource, and proven 

reserves will increase from now on to wore than the amounts extracted, The OPEC 

count: tes, in turn, announced their designe as being those strictly necessary 

for financing their economic development, whose rate must take into account the 

periods of sociocultural adaptation required for the population, which up to now 
han been epared the grandeur and bondage of opulence." 


Further on he said: “Substitution was easier (mixed electric powerplants) 
[presumably coal and/or oil fueled) and in those where it was most economical 
(cement industry). For these sectors, substitution was long and difficult because 
it requires much space, means of maintenance and capital. Many experts believe 
that only the shift to electricity can resolve the problem, whether that 
electricity be produced by uranium or by coal." 


He also pointed out that “after the era of petroleum abundance, which charac- 
terized a pertod of economic growth outstanding because of its rate or 

gularity, the moment arrived for humanity to choose a new type of energy. 
The transition will be difficult and require time and determination." 


Boiteux Presentation: Further Detaile

[Text] “After an era of petroleum abundance, which characterized a period of 
economic growth outstanding because of ite rate or regularity, the moment 
arrived for humanity to choose a new type of energy," declared the president of 
Electricite de France at the Hotel Ritz yesterday afternoon, speaking at the 
opening seasion of the International Chamber of Commerce annual conference. 


Under the theme “Energy, « Challenge to Industry," the conference, which ends 
the day after tomorrow,has the final objective of making a study of a possible 
common position of world industry to be defined and proposed by a permanent 
comission, which will begin its work as of 10 December in Paris. This 
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commission will have the task of “effectively explaining" the point of view of 
the economic sectore to the governments and international organisations. 


"What would be possible in a world of peace and solidarity in which all resources 
would be marshalled for the common good, is not possible in a divided and un- 
certain world,” said the president of Electricite de France. 


Marcel Boiteux, delegate to the World Energy Conference, said that "unless there 
is a world catastrophe," overall energy supplies in the entire world indicate 
they will more than triple by the year 2020, which is “a priori inconceivable," 
taking the present world political situation into account. 


"Since it is a ecarce resource of localized origins, petroleum lends itself to 
being ueed as an inetrument of various policies for other than economic objec- 
tives," the chairman of the Portuguese delegation of the International Chamber 
of Commerce said shortly before. 


Sergio Teixeira de Queiroz called attention to the fact that Portugal cannot re- 
main aloof from the discussions on energy matters and to the role that private 
enterprise has “in the process of guiding society.” He declared: “Our bill for 
petroleum will come close to $2 billion. 


Alternates 


Marcel Boiteux believes that even if overall energy consumption and supply were 
to be balanced, it would not resolve the crisis which threatens us and for that 
reason “traditional petroleum must be substituted for quickly." 


The president of Electricite de France spoke of the degree of development of 
alternate energy sources, saying that coal is the one “on which heavy bets can 
be made today.” However, the economic effort it implies is “very considerable," 
there being, on the other hand, the need to encourage ite use by consumers once 
more. 


Acknowledging, however, that some of the actions to be taken raise "obvious 
political problems," Marcel Boiteux said that one of the solutions to the crisis 
will be the resurgence of large-scale nuclear powerplant construction at the 
same time that there is control in each country of the unbridled increase in 
energy. 


That French expert also advocated the application of a great research effort 
to other sources even if they are considered relatively modest since "the 
pressure of needs should not make us forget a more distant future." 








Houthakker, Schmid Comment

[Excerpts] Government and industry have devoted enough attention up to now 

to saving energy, it was emphasized yesterday by the International Chamber 

of Commerce Conference taking place in Lisbon. Relationships between energy 
growth and economic growth, the possibilities of energy savings as a strategy, 
and alternate energy sources were the subjects discussed in the sessions of the 
conference on the theme “Energy, a Challenge to Industry." 


In turn, Hendrik Houthakker, former member of the group of economic advisers to 
the U.S. President pointed out that prices played the main role in changing 
growth plane at the end of the decade of the 70's. Houthakker believes that the 
rise in prices of petroleum in 1973 and 1979 would have caused fewer upheavale if 
the importing countries had shown themselves more willing to accept their part 

in current deficits resulting from them. In his opinion, the rise in prices 
contributed to making energy sources available and to "making other sources 
competitive." 





Speaking on the possibilities and limitations of energy savings as strategies, 
Hans Schmid of the Swiss Federal "Bureau" of Energy emphasized the need to 
eatablish a long-range policy inetead of taking emergency measures. According to 
this svectalist, strategy should be characterized by the rational use of energy 
through policies which encourage investments in economy measures, through the 
reduction in permanent consumption and through a joint effort by industry and 

the government tc define long-range interests. 


Gerholm Comments

[Text) “Coal and nuclear power are the only alternatives to petroleum and 
natural gas in the next 40 or 50 years,” declared Swedish Professor Tor Ragnar 
Gerholm yesterday. A professor at the University of Stockholm, he spoke on the 
firet day of work of the annual International Chamber of Commerce Conference tak- 
ing place in Lisbon and to which the president of the republic sent a message. 


Responsible for the preliminary report of the session devoted to alternate 
energy sources, in which Professor Veiga Simao also participated, the Swedish 
apecialist outlined a general picture of the development of the consumption of 
various types of energy and he reached the conclusion that only coal and nuclear 
power are in a condition to be a substitute for traditional energy sources up to 
the year 2020. He also said: “Nuclear power is the only energy source which 
can be called upon to compensate for the gradual exhaustion of petroleum and 
natural gas," since, he said, coal will only be able to maintain the present 25 
percent of the market. 
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According to hin, hydrocarbons (among which are petroleum and gas), which now 
represent nearly 70 percent of the world energy market, should have their share 
reduced to less than 30 percent in the year 2020. Petroleum by iteelf will 
decrease from 50 percent to 15 percent in the next 40 years. Conversely, coal, 
nuclear power and new energy sources (geothermal, solar and fusion) should 
represent nearly 85 percent of the world's primary energy production in 2020. 


All thie poses, according to Professor Gerholm, two crucial questions: Will 

the increase in prices foreseen (two or three percent per year in real terme) 
enough to cause the evolution foreseen for petroleum and natural gas and to 
encourage a postponement in the use of substitutes for hydrocarbons? And if 

we do not manage to resolve the problem with coal and nuclear power, will 

we really be in a position to replace hydrocarbons with new supplies of geothermal, 
solar, or fusion energy?’ 


Oppenheimer, Landsberg Comment 
Oporto O PRIMEIRO DE JANEIRO in Portuguese 5 Nov 80 p 5 


[Text] Today, the minister of industry and energy will close the International 
Chamber of Commerce Conference on the subject "Energy, a Challenge to Industry," 
which for 4 days has been taking place in a hotel in the capital with the 
participation of 250 scientists, economists and technicians from several 
countries. 


Alvaro Barreto will speak after approval of the various conclusions and an appeal 
to governments and international organizations, it was learned, by PRIMEIRO DE 
JANETRO from sources linked to the organization of the meeting. Before the 
minister speaks, the president of the International Chamber of Commerce, 

Reay Geddes, will say some words of farewell. Elsewhere, beginning January next 
year, a commission against maritime fraud will begin to function in London. 


The financial implications of the energy problem were discussed in the conference 
on the basis of a report by Peter Oppenheimer, member of the Church of Christ of 
Oxford University. Oppenheimer examined the surpluses in current payments of 

the OPEC countries in a detailed paper, as well as the corresponding deficits 

and indebtedness of the petroleum importing countries. 


In addition to being relevant, he emphasized that from 6 years ago to now 
the surplus accumulated in the balances of current accounts of the OPEC 
countries is estimated by the OECD at $340 billion. In 1974 that surplus was 
$60 billion. Twelve months later it declined. Between 1975 and 1977 it went 
down to nearly $30 billion and it almost disappeared in 1978, with a figure of 
$5 billion. 


However, added Peter Oppenheimer, the great increases in prices in 1979 made it 
climb once more from $65 billion to $70 billion and from $100 billion to $120 
billion in 1980. In terms of the relationship with the Gross National Product of 
the petroleum consumers, the cost this year is not much different than that of 
1974, 
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The high price and acarcitty of fossil energy in developed counttles will affect 
various agricultural subsectors with varying degrees of severity, admitted 
English Professor W.F. Maunder, when he emphasized that in some areas the real 
coat of tuel will have to increase considerably. That is the reason that many 
agricultural eectors of the United Kingdom are preparing to make a conscious 
effort to save fuel. He notes that the use of fossil fuels in agriculture in 
developing countries te low and that in the developing world the scope of the 
problem requires that the supply of energy sources must be based on the needs of 
the agricultural community #0 as to overcome the problems of distribution and 
prevent a rural emigration en masse, 


That was the opinion of W.F. Maunder, and it is in thie same sense, although with 
respect to other sectors, that Jurgen Lange expresses his opinion. He te vice 
president of Harbridge House Europe of the FRO and he foresees the transportation 
sector as being dependent on petroleum until the end of the century, a fact 
which becomes more important because it is true that transportation is of par- 
ticular importance in foreseeing overall cosets of fuel. It is enough to note 
our explanatory example: Transportation alone coneumes 33 percent of all energy 
used in the United States and the ave: age is 25 percent in other countries of the 
OFCD. 


When markets do not function, the most important policy would be to allow energy 
prices to reflect all energy costs, which ideally would be marginal social costs, 
said Hans Landsberg, a highly placed official in Washington (expert of the 
Energy Policy Research Center). 


Such a price policy when markets do not function does not spare the consumers. 
The adaptation of the latter to higher figures is hindered by officals who are 
experienced in the use of energy under systems which date from the time of cheap 
energy, that is, before 1973/74, and by some institutional agreements, according 
to Hane Landsberg. 


to overcome the barrier of the aforementioned officals experienced in the use of 
‘ergy under conditions which at present prices appear insufficient, ruinous in 
fact, requires substantia! spending of capital and the conviction that energy 
prices will remain high and will rise. Whenever society, says the chemiat from 
the U.S. tnetitute, considers the consequences of high energy consumption, 
particularly significant imports from politically unstable areas, as a threat, 
there exist justifications for an intervention by the government to help and 
accelerate the process of adaptation. It involves two dangers: that of speeding 
up the rate of inflation, and the differential impact of higher prices on the 
various types of yields, regions, industrial sectors and others.

SIMONET DENIES INVOLVEMENT IN WEAPONS DEAL 
Brussels KNACK in Dutch 5 Nov 80 pp 18-19 


[Text] Henri Simonet, ex-minister of foreign affairs, representative of the peo- 
ple, and mayor of Anderlecht, has a politically very turbulent time behind him. 
for since his socialist excellency moved to the government in the spring of 1977 
with applause on all benches of the BC commission, a great deal has happened that 
has thoroughly dimmed the star of the then tically unapproachable minister of 
foreign affairs. lis outspoken Atlantic policy, the intervention of Belgian 
troops in Shaba, and lastly his attitude on the rocket question quickly provided 
matter for conflict with the Flemish socialists, whose chairman his former cabi- 
net colleague Kare] van Miert had meanwhile become. 


Not so long afterward Simonet, as leader of the Brussels PS [ (French-speaking) 
Socialist Party], fell between two stools when André Cools suddenly and brazenly 
carried out the split between Walloon and Flemish socialists. Simonet definitely 
did not take Cools's side, but tried in vain with his fédération to steer between 
the waves; the PS in Brussels would remain open to Flemings and French-speakers, 
which was not the desire of either one. Moreover, last year Simonet fell out 
with his then minister of cooperation for development, Mark Eyskens, who re- 
proached him with pursuing an "immoral" policy in connection with certain matters. 


lacer in this number [interview, pp 25-28], Simonet himself speaks out on some of 
these subjects. What is certain is that he quietly but surely fell overboard, 
and at the time of the formation of the Martens III government, with the Liberals, 
he made it known that he did not want to accept any ministerial portfolio. The 
impression was that, partly as a result of his conflict with chairman Cools, they did 
not care to offer him one, either. 


Henri Simonet thus withdrew, presumably temporarily, to the city hall of Ander- 
lecht, but did not disappear entirely from the news. For in the spring reports 
appeared in this paper and elsewhere that as minister of foreign affairs he had 
issued an export license for supply to Argentina of a pair of tanks Type BDX by 
the firm of Beherman-Demoen of Bornem, of which his wife was at that moment repre- 
sentative-director.

In the first instance POUR got a right to answer arranged, and it was published 
with the necessary commentary, whereupon yet another article followed promptly 
upon the summons before the court of first instance, Henri Simonet claimed that 
POUR had made an error, that as a result he had suffered damage, and that said 
damage must be made good. Simonet estimated the damage that he had suffered as a 
result of the material published in POUR at 1 million francs, and also asked that 
the court's decision be published in 10 different daily newspapers.

6 Months in Jail 


Just as all politicians or persons who occupy a public post would have done in his 
case, Simonet also instituted a civil suit against POUR. He did not as such enter 
@ complaint, which would have had to be investigated by an examining magistrate, 
and would have had to be followed by a referral by the council chamber to the cor- 
rectional court or the Court of AS88125. for let us not forget that Belgium still 
has a whole battery of laws that regulate the exercise of the constitutionally 
guaranteed freedom of the press, and that press offenses--like political offenses 
--must, under Article 98 of the constitution, be decided by a Court of Assizes. in 
other words, not only by professional magistrates, but also by 12 citizens chosen 
by lot. The decree of the Provisional Government by which this principle was 
established was one of the very first to be issued by independent Belgium. It 

was soon followed by another decree in which the exercise of the previously estab- 
lished freedom of the press was regulated. What that came down to was that the 
young Belgian state made it known that it could tolerate on ample measure of criti- 
cism and investigation, as long as the press did not indulge in excesses of slan- 
der, defamation, and insult. The decree of 1831 was later supplemented in 1847 
and especially in 1852, when the freedom of the press, under heavy French pres- 
sure, was greatly restricted. It was also in that period that the most trials 

for press offenses were conducted before the Court of Assizes, Later, and partly 
because of that, few journalists have ever appeared before a Court of Assizes be- 
cause of specific passages in their writings. The best known was certainly the 
aged Edouard Ansecle, who was condemned in 1886 to 6 months in prison after a 
fiery harangue in VOORUIT in which he had insulted the king. 


But even at that time it had long been usual for press offenses to be given an- 
other name and dvalt with before the civil courts as ordinary damage suits. That 
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practice was even confirmed in 1865 by the Court of Appeals, which held that a 
possible action by the judiciary authorities against a publication could not 
stand in the way of a damage claim before a civil law court. In any case resort 
to the Court of Assises in this sort of cases has not been favored by the rather 
lengthy formalities, the fact that a Court of Aseises has always been regarded 
as largely @ political tribunal, and the further fact that it was soon found that 
most press cases before the Court of Aseiser ended in an acquittal. 


Jt can thus be said without much doubt that the decree of 1851 was actually usable 
not much longer than one short decade. After that it was chiefly used to humor 
the French emperor Napoleon III, But nevertheless, it still exists--together with 
the supplementary laws--and the chance still exists that at a certain juncture the 
authorities will dig it up out of the drawer, That has happened since World War II 
in two cases~--POURQUO! I'AS? and LA VOIX DU )’BUPLE--twice a publication was seized, 
after which the case was later dropped. It has thus been decades since a real 
trial has been held before the Court of Assi ses, 


Besides, the question may be raised whether that is even desirable. Whether it 
makes sense to fight out a case like that of Simonet vs. POUR, for example, before 
a jury. Article 4 of tne decree of 1851 docs still say that slandering and in- 
suiting public officials or members of duly constituted bodies in function are 
offenses against the press laws, Recent jurisprudence, however, is moving under 
American influence in a different direction, namely that high officials and poli- 
ticians from the nature of their functions--and because in the public service 
they handle public monics~--must have a greater authority to collect than private 
individuals. An argument that was successfully used by the defense, for example, 
in the case of Lams, administrator general of BLOSO [expansion unknown], against 
DE MORGEN. 


It appears to be an open discussion, but onc that must be carried on sooner or 
later. Does it make sense to keep a law that is nearly 150 years old and has 
never been used on the books solely by way of a symbol or as a club behind the 
‘oor to be used in case a paper should some day really get out of hand? Would 

it not be better to recast the whole question in a new text adapted to the times, 
so a8 to put an end to the prevailing ambiguity? That is not so important, since 
the press in Belgium has always stayed very well within the limits staked out 
for it, but it could also save the magistracy some surprises, as not long ago in 
Louvain. Two weeks ago the founders of the seized free Radio Scorpio appeared 
before the council chamber there and the deputy prosecutor asked as a matter of 
course that the case be referred to the correctional court. The defense lawyer, 
however, replied that inasmuch as radio and television are generally assumed to 
be press media, and Radio Scorpio gives a great deal of attention to news and 
interpretation in its programming, this case would in fact have to be dealt with 
" the Court of Assizes Perhaps he was pleading a lost cause, but the deputy 
prosecutor promptly got 2 weeks’ time to look for an appropriate answer.

SIMONET INTERVIEWED ON POREIGN POLICY, WORLD SITUATION 
Brussels KNACK in Dutch 5 Nov 80 pp 25-28 
[Interview with Henri Simonet by Frans Verleyen and Johan Struye] 


[Text] After Henri Simonet began his political career 16 years 
ago in the office of Spinoy, the socialist minister of economic 
affairs, his star rose steadily for years and then he lost 
everything. Now that as mayor of the former socialist citadel 
of Anderlecht he can no longer form a majority without the CVP 
[(Flemish) Social Christian Party], and now that his Brussels 
delegation in parliament has lost two-thirds of its 300,000 
votes in 10 years' time, he appears to be losing himself in a 
pathetic lawsuit against a cooperative of leftist newspapermen, 
as reported elsewhere in this number. The rocket affair was 
his political turning point. All of this is reminiscent of the 
fall of Spaak, who was also a great advocate of NATO. 


[Question] What did you say in the debate over our foreign and military policy 
that results in your now, surprisingly, not being a minister any longer? 


lienri Simonet: I said the following. That Belgium is a small country that must 
remain in NATO. That it is not sufficient for us to remain in NATO without dis- 
charging our obligations. That Belgium is following the path of a de facto neu- 
tralism, which I have called a creeping neutralism. That that path is very dan- 
gerous, not only for the small countries, but also for the alliance itself. That 
it is always possible to negotiate, of course, but that negotiating is useless 
when you have no negotiating position. That in an alliance all members of that 
alliance count, that in that group Belgium could have played a positive réle, but 
that we are now feeding the neutralism of other small countries. 


[Question] Is there not too little regional European self-interest figured into 
the terms of that alliance, and into its manner of making decisions? Is NATO not, 
as it works at present, in conflict with a number of European interests? Is NATO 
not blocking the path that the Buropean Communities must follow toward coonera- 
tion with CEMA, by which West Europe vitally needs to orvanize a political and 
economic détente with East Europe? Was it so unreasonable, then, to strive for a 
harder European position with regard to the decision on the nuclear rockets? 
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Simonet: You are voicing a working hypothesis here that has currency in some cir- 
cles, but that has not been officially adopted thus far by a single Buropean gov- 
ernment, That is, of course, the heart of the strategy and policy debate between 
the United States and the Luropean countries, I do not at all deny that there is 
a problem, Nobody denies that the Buropean countries, if merely on geographical 
grounds, have a position that differs from the American position, On the basis 
of the conditions of Burope's economic and political development, too, and our 
dependence on raw materials, the Curopean countries can make an analysis of the 
geopolitical world situation and of their political chances of survival that differs 
from the American analysis, But the question posed in that connection is whether 
that difference in analysis must inevitably lead to opposite conclusions when it 
comes to determining the position the West must take with regard to the serious 
political, strategic, and economic challenges with which we are confronted, Must 
we, on the basis of those differing analyses, revise our relations with the 
United States? If we do so, that means that we ourselves must negotiate with the 
Soviet Union. Then we take our fate into our own hands, including the possible 
theaters of action that are not located in Lurope but in which the development of 
conflicts may have fatal consequences for the equilibrium of the present system, 
for our democracy, that is, and for the autonomy of our decisions vis-a-vis the 
great powers. Is anybody seriously convinced that we can make good on so much 
ambition? Do you believe that the first of the three big Puropean countries in 
the alliance has enough economic power and political weight to be able to estab- 
lish a strategic deterrent to the opponent? Do you believe that the first of our 
European countries has the will to defend the interests of al! furope on the 
periphery of our continent? Do you believe that the second of our big countries 
is in a position to do that, apart from limited operations here and there? And 
even if | leave Italy out of consideration, do you think that the third big coun- 
try on our continent still possesses the economic capacity and the political will 
to assume the responsibility for the interests of Europe, even when they must be 
defended outside of our own territory? I need not even pose the question whether 
the small countries are in a position to do that. 


if you say yes, that is of course an option, but do not take it amiss if I say 
that I find it unrealistic. But if you answer negatively and still insist upon 

1) alternative, that means to me that you are accepting a rule of progressive neu- 
tralization. To force that upon us is an old ambition of the Soviet Union's, be- 
cause progressive neutralization comes down in fact to a breach in the alliance 
between the United States and furope, and not only in the military but also in the 
political field. There you have the whole debate. But I do not believe that 


furope remains viable in a situation in which it is cut off from the United States. 


ihe interests and the analysis of the Buropeans and the Americans are not necessa- 
rily convergent, and I do see that potentially an opposition can grow up, but | 
am not of the opinion that such a rift cannot be patched up. 


[Question] But does Europe want on the contrary not just not to cut loose from Amer- 
ica, but to rivet itself still more securely to the United States’? The criticism 
has been that with their proposal to install nuclear rockets the Americans are 
playing with the working hypothesis of localizing nuclear conflicts, in Belgium 

in part. Does this not lower the nuclear threshold? 


Simonet: From the moment that you work with the doctrine of flexible restonse, 
everybody can obviously realize that that constitutes a part of an overall 
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strategy of restricting conflicts locally. Por no reasonable person can want a 
conflict to be immediately generalized, If in the first phase the conflict is re- 
stricted to the European theater, that serves to provide time for the final nego- 
tiation by which the ultimate conflict may perhaps be avoided, But now some cir- 
cles in Burope are saying to the Americans: if you try to limit conflicts, then 
we will no longer do anything for our defense, It appears that they are only now 
discovering a doctrine that is 17 years old. We urge restricting it initially as 
far as possible to a clash between conventional weapons, after which there may be 
a switch to tactical nuclear weapons, Only if all of that fails will the global 
and intercontinental dissuasion be resorted to. By the accident of geography, 
the first phases will naturally be played out in Burope. 


[Question] But then what does Kissinger's warning of the "disengagement" of the 
Americans mean? 


Simonet: The Americans have always insisted that the furopeans must provide a 
part of their own defense, that the reaction to a Russian attack must be carried 
out gradually, and that it is in everybody's interest that the reaction be as ef- 
fective as possible at each of those stages. That means that the imbalance that 
has grown up at the intermediate stage in which tactical nuclear weapons may pos- 
sibly be used must be corrected. Now it is precisely those Buropeans who are 
unwilling to make the effort because in fact they want to go out of their way to 
avoid a political confrontation with the Russians that represent that as an Amer- 
ican desire for divengagement. This is not correct, for the risk of an American 
disengagement does not present itself that way. It will arise only if the Ameri- 
cans become convinced that the Europeans are unwilling to bear their part of the 
collective burden for defense. For there can be no thought of a division of 
tasks in which the Americans would bear all of the burden by themselves and we 
would merely practice détente, The alliance would not survive that. The problem 
is that in Washington they think that they can observe that some Buropeans want 
to continue to behave as if nothing had happened in the world, and leave the 
Americans with the greater part of the burden, now that the restoration of the 
furopean strategic balance for the intermediate phase has come up for discussion. 


New Consensus 


[Question] Has neutralism never tempted you? 


Simonet: Never, because it would not seem politic to me for Burope to lose its 
freedom of decision in the world--and even internally. It is not attractive to 
me for Burope to stand alone against the Soviet Union. 


[Question] Is there not a growing problem that Europe can be drawn into American 
initiatives in the world in which no European interests are involved, and that we 
are actually letting ourselves be dragged along in a geopolitical conflict for an 
American interest, when no political decision-making exists within the alliance, 
peculiar to Europe itself? 


Simonet: The problem of decision-making is the problem of the working of the al- 
liance, and has always existed. It has always been found difficult to form a 
political consensus within NATO, But once the Americans have their presidential 
election behind them, have overcome their traumas of Vietnam and Watergate, and 














go ahead with their analysis of their relations with their allies, I believe a 
new consensus can be found concerning the necessary lines of force of a common 
doctrine for the West for the next few years. We did reach such a concensus once 
before with the Americans, and it worked well for 20 years, In view of the at- 
titude of the small countries, I believe we are now headed for a sort of direo- 
tory, im which the Americans will regulate matters in the future with the middle- 
sized countries, If the Americans can arrive at a realistic policy in which they 
take account of the evolution in their power relationship with the allies and of 
the bottomless instability of many countries of the Third World, which decidedly 
cannot be given an entirely military response, I consider it possible that the 
West will again be in @ position to perfect a mechanism by which we can face our 
political and military challenges. For what interests would the Americans alone have 
that we do mot share? Is it to our interest, for example, for hotbeds of insta- 
bility to develop in the Third World, under which our interests would immediately 
suffer’ The question that then arises, of course, is how the Americans react. 

I think it is possible for us to engage in discussions of that, and I also think 
that we shall be all the better able to enter into such discussions if the furo- 
peans show that they are willing to assume a part of the cost of ensuring their 
interests. It is obvious that not enouch thinking has been done in Burope about 
the fact that our dependence has become so great that a part of our lot is always 
at stake outetde of Burope. Some in Burope are now trying to escape their part 
of the burden by pointing to the differing interests of the Americans, which they 
say are the consequence of the Americans' own political ambitions. But I think 
we in Lurope would be wrong if we developed a policy under which we avoided every 
difficult choice in advance. The choices that must be made are the result of the 
instability of the Third World and of a certain Soviet expansionism. 


[Question] But what is the nature of the Soviet threat? 


Simonet: A threat emanates from the Soviet Union because it consciously has the 
desire to be a global great power. That is a great power that has enough bases 

to be able to intervene all over the world. That is why the Russians have built 
\) thir fleets so formidably. 


jQuestion}] Since Cuba... 


Simonet: Every time the Russians do anything, a number of observers have an ex- 
planation for their political behavior ready, but every time the Americans start 
anything, they have to clear themselves of insinuations. That is a tendency in 
fi .ope that has contributed to poisoning the climate with the Americans. Since 
Cuba the Soviets have indeed developed a political system of penetration wherever 
circumstances permitted, in Africa, the Middle fast, and elsewhere. The Soviet 
Union is striving for equality with the United States, but, unfortunately for 
tiem and for us, they obviously can make good on that only in the military field. 
For the rest the Soviet Union is hardly to be called a success, and the system 
of which it is the center is no success, either. The Soviet Union thus lives 
under a threat itself, of course, as may be seen from its behavior today in East 
Europe. | really believe that Moscow is doing everything it can not to have to 
intervene in Poland, but con stay out only as long as the present popular move- 
ment does not endanger the communist party's monopoly on the use of power. I! 
hasten to say that it does not seem likely to go that far, because the Polish 
circles involved are acting extremely cautiously. But they are dancing on the 
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razor's edge. The other European countries, too, certainly do not want the 
Soviet Union to have to intervene, I wonder how West Europe would react if the 
drama in Poland should come to a head. 


Alien Spirit 
[Question] West Europe will perhaps not react. 


Simonet: It is evident that West Burope would not react militarily, but it would 
surely be inevitable that the whole détente notion would be put on ice for a 
while. Side by side with the desire to act as a global world power on a par with 
the United States, another constant of Soviet policy is to keep its bastion in- 
tact. To that end the Soviet Union tries, like everybody else, of course, to 
make as many allies as possible. That means that every time Moscow sees an op- 
portunity to kick up a row that will not de rate into a hard conflict with 

the Americans it will jump at the chance, at leaves us with the risk of their 
appreciation, for they may make a mistake. Por what may or may not degenerate 
into a conflict? 


[Question] But what the Soviet Union has accomplished in Africa and elsewhere 
by way of expansionism fits into the notion of equilibrium, which is the very 
charter of all geostrategy. Why are the Russians denied the right to strive for 
equality?’ 


Simonet: The Russians have every right, except to create a situation in and out- 
side of Burope in which Belgium and other European countries would become depend- 
ent on the good will of the Soviet Union. For the rest, let them develop as best 
they can. Perhaps they might better direct their dynamism toward their own de- 
velopment, but that does not appear to be the option of their autocratic and 
bureaucratic exercise of power. As far as I am concerned the Russians may seek 
as many allies as they wish, and develop as much power in the world as ever they 
can, but must not in the process make furope into a continent that depends on 
them for the development of its economy and of its political relations. 


[Question] How must Europe increase its political weight in NATO? 


Simonet: I fear we shall not increase our weight by dividing the Buropean coun- 
tries among themselves, as is now the case. Nor do | see how Belgium increases 
its weight as a small country by working itself into the margin. In politics you 
have to follow through to the on your choice. I fear that one of the great - 
est reasons for the public crisis at present is that many politicians are not 
continuing to follow up their choices unambiguously. The Martens III cabinet's 
TNF [Theater Nuclear Forces] communiqué was a textbook example of ambiguity. 


[Question] Is such a declaration of a waiting attitude so damaging’ 


Simonet: I cannot be convinced that making no decision is better in itself than 
actually coming to grips with a problem. 


[Question] Are you not apprehensive about a speed-up in the arms race’ 
Simonet: Of all negotiations concerning reduction of armaments, only those nego- 


tiations are crowned with success that are conducted from a position of power on 
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both sides, NATO has not proposed to our states that they throw themselves into 
the arms race, but that we build up @ basis for negotiation, Now | think that 

to the extent that Belgium waits, we are weakening the very basis of all negotia- 
tion, By encouraging similar attitudes in other countries, we are arousing an 
aiditional and unnecessary element of tension with the United States, 


[Question| We have lived a long time in Burope with the feeling that everything 
was all right if only we were with the Americans, It appeared to be worth the 
trouble to enjvy American good will, for they were helping to produce lLuropean 
prosperity. That is all over now, and America is perceived economically as ag- 
gressive, Less advantage is seen in unconditionally subscribing to American views, 
ls the Furopean groping for a new position within NATO not therefore less a product 
of anti-Americanism or pro-Sovietism than of a desire for self-preservation? 


Simonet: 1 do not say that the Buropeans are wrong in pursuing their own inter- 
est, | only say that they are wrong in seeking it against the Americans, for 
we shall not find it that way, We must reconcile our interest with our security, 
or nothing will be left of it. In my opinion, therefore, the position taken by 
some circles in Lurope does not so much serve their own interests as undermine 


the basis of the cooperation without which Europe can no longer defend itself and 
continue to live independently. 


[Question] Was your political family unable to accept you in the government 
again because these views of yours no longer coincide with its own’ 


Simonet: You will have to ask that family itself about that. 


[Question] Are you now a dissident” 


Simonet: I voted for my party's participation in the government, and for confi. 
dence in the new government. I seek no conflict wit’ my party or with its lead- 
ors. 


yguestion] Is it reconcilable with your political convictions that you could be- 
com secretary general of NATO? 


Simonet: Well-brought-up people should not talk about the secretariat general 

of NATO. But if the PS |(French-speaking) Socialist Party] should proclaim that 
helgium must get out of NATO, it would naturally present a painful dilemma for 

9 Socialist that got the offer of a job with NATO. But the PS has never expressed 
such @ view. Which does not alter the fact that an alien spirit is now moving 
through our political family. We dare not say that we want out of NATO, but we 
are behaving as if NATO were a hostile body.

VBO'S PULINCKX ATTACKS INDUSTRY, LABOR PROBLEMS

(Text | When the social partners meet in the near future at the 
National Labor Conference, which is to answer the question about 
whether there is a good reason for the existence of the current 
gove nt, Raymond Pulinckx, the administrator delegate of the 
VBO | Federation of Belgian Enterprises |, will once again be the 
most permanent pillar of the — system, He already repre- 
sented the organization at the t 
Federation of Belgian Industries 
up to Spaak~Lefevre., The only 
program of the Martens IV stmlahatietion, en ompared to the 
Martens III cabinet, is the 5 percent tax Ay — provision for en- 
terprises, but for the rest the announced proposals are very 
limited and very modest for all the recovery the business world 
desires. In addition to the indexing -- lock, stock and barrel -- 
the enterprises are also being shouldered with an additional cost 
of more than 7 billion france for social security. As far as 
Raymond Pulinckx is concerned, the only way toward recovery is via 
a little reasonable phasing out; otherwise, all gains and reten- 
tions will be put into question, 





|Question| For the time being, the moderation which the government now presents to 
u@ as @ general rule of life, will, in concrete terms, only come down to a wage 
moderation to the benefit of your 939 tranches of industry. This gives the working 
people the unpleasant impression that they are the only ones whose income is being 
reduced, because the other incomes are highly immune. Wouldn't it have been a 
better strategy if the moderation had really been universally applied? 


[Raymond Pulinckx | I cannot, of course, speak in the name of the small businessmen 
and the liberal professions, only for the enterprises. During the 1975-78 period, 
the return from our industry was /nill/ [in italics | as against 5 to 14 percent 
elsewhere. And when you look at gas, electricity and petroleum, then you notice 
immediately that there have been great differences, and that some enterprises have 
luckily managed pretty well. But if one takes into account the reward which capital 
-- whether borrowed or one's own means -- normally should earn, because all costs 
must after all be covered, then return those sectors has definitely not been 
too high, but rather too /low/ | in italics | elsewhere. 
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[ Question | There was a time when Belgian capitalism produced industrial inventive- 
ness, but that seems to have been a long time ago. With things such as the pocket 
calculator, the world economy is taking on a new shape, in which we no longer par- 
ticipate. During the last 30 years, our industrial management, which was as well 
informed as its competitors, and which was not hindered in this respect by taxation 
or by high labor costs, nas not produced any Belgian transistors, any advanced medi- 
cal equipment or any quarts watches. Your industrialists lag behind with an obso- 
lete production apparatu., from which all advanced technology is lacking. Isn't it 
a justified social response then toward the industrial apparatus which now declares 
itself to be in distress: why didn't you do a better job? Then we would not, as 
working people, need to level our incomes. 


| Pulinckx | It is true that our industrial structure did not adjust sufficiently 
to the changes which occurred in the international context, but you cannot say that 
we did not do anything either. The Belgian export package is definitely no longer 
the same as 10 or 15 years ago. The share of steel and textiles has gone down as 
against, for example, chemical and manufactured products. Furthermore, there are 
also enterprises which do well, even in the traditional sectors. Not only are we 
supposed to no longer produce suitable things, I also often hear the reproach that 
we cannot sell. Yet, we still are the Largest exporter per capita, which also means 
conething. Only, that is no longer sufficient because in some sectors we already 
have to export at a loss. Moreover, we do not have a domestic market of any signi- 
ficance. Anyone who has to compete with his prices on the world market can allow 
himself to reduce them substantially if, for example, he only has to export 15 per- 
cent of his production and can sell the rest domestically. We cannot do that, on 
the contrary: we have to get rid of 50, 60, 70 and even more percent of our pro- 
duction abroad in order to reach a normal level of mass production. As far as our 
production costs are concerned then, we do not get a single advartage. We pay our 
energy and our raw materials as expensively as anyone else, because we have to im- 
port them in full. Belgian interest rates are kept high to attract capital, which 
does nothing to encourage our own industrialists either. In negotiations with the 
governmer’ and with the unions I never, on principle, use my own statistics from 
the VBO; I get them from unimpeachable sources. Thus, I have learned from the 
nited States Department of Labor that the labor cost per product unit in Great 
Pr''ain is indexed at 64, 73 in Prance, 81 in the Netherlands, 93 in Italy, 100 in 
the Federal Republic of jermany, and 102 in Belgium. 





| Question, But for that, you get the highest productivity in the world. 


|Pulincke, The /evolution/ | in italics | of productivity can be measured -- as a 
~ out of which we know that it has increased more in Belgium than elsewhere -- 

but an absolute figure cannot be formulated. Industrial productivity per employed 
worker is a heterogeneous item. You could, for example, also determine that there 
are sO many man hours in so many tons of steel, but such a figure cannot be deter- 
mined for the overall industrial production. The more enterprises there are that 
dicappear in Belgium, for example, the greater our productivity will be. As follows. 
If, as a manufacturer, I reach a production level of 100 with 100 workers, mt I 
can no longer go on because my costs are too high, and after rationalization 1 pro- 
duce 10 percent less with 80 workers, then my productivity has increased by 10 per- 
cent. Another manufacturer who increases his production by 20 percent, but the 
number of his workers only by 10 percent, also achieves a 10 percent raise in pro- 
ductivity. Yet, there is a clear difference in the results. Or, let us put it a 
different way. If, in @ given sector, only two businesses are active, one of which 
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has a productivity of 150 and the other of 100, then the productivity index for that 
sector would be 125. But if the man with the 100 no longer can go on and disappears 
from the market, then the whole sector suddenly makes a leap from 125 to 150 in its 
productivity. So you see that favorable figures can hide unfavorable results. 


[Question] Meanwhile, however, we produce more in Belgium now than we did in the 
top year of 1974, but with 200,000 individuals less, because there are now 350,000 
registered unemployed. That is more than the whole population of Ghent prior to 

the merger, which has been ejected from the industrial process. If you consider 
the production costs of the enterprises in the light of that kind of unfavorable 
result, then you must also take into account a finding in a report from the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, which was given remarkably low coverage in Belgium: the fact 
that management expenses have also risen more quickly in Belgium than elsewhere. 
When every tribunal of commerce judge knows that two out of three failures are due 
to mismanagement. Don't you have any reasonable self-criticism to set against this? 


'Pulinckx } Does it seem so unreasonable then that we only ask that our enterprises 
simply be allowed to keep going under the same conditions as in other countries? 
We are not asking that our labor costs be set lower than elsewhere; we are not 
asking for any privileges. We, who have to export so much, only ask that you will 
take into account the size of our invoice on the world market. 


| Question | Your enterprises are asking for unilateral space to maneuver, to which 
society has still not said no. Is it possible to guarantee a counter-performance: 
so many jobs in exchange for such a percentage in moderation? 


|Pulinckx| Alas, the employers can /not/ [in italics) guarantee anything like 
that. This is not possible in Belgium, not in France, not in the Federal Republic 
of Germany and nowhere. We are only asking that we be allowed to work under the 
same conditions as our competition. All our productivity does not alter the fact 
that we have to export, without any privileges on the world market. You must admit 
that it makes matters very difficult for us when such an important item as labor 
costs are so much higher here than elsewhere. The only guarantee I can actually 
give is the warning that things can only get worse yet, with even more jobs being 
lost. 


[Question , Belgian industry can stick a feather in its hat for having produced a 
well trained, prosperous and well-to-do population over the last half century. In 
exchange tor this, the Belgian state maintains legislation to support businesses 
which, with 150 billion francs per budget, is a world record. If, on top of that, 
you also have spectacular productivity, then you surely cannot maintain that the 
small correction of 2 percent in labor costs in comparison with your main German 
competitor, fatally affects your position. Aren't you over-emphasizing the labor 
cost factor? 


|Pulinckx} This also means that we are still 2 percent /higher/ [in italics] than 
the industrially strongest in the whole world. If we, as a small country, could 
only be accomodated with the same cost level as the very best, even without their 
large domestic market and their other advantages, then we would already be better 
off by 2 percent. 
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(Question How te it possible for the Federal Nepublic to prosper at 100, while 
we are going to pleces at 1027? Two percent equale a single index adjustment. If 
we were to drop the Christmas one, for example, ae earnest money for our industry, 
would we be out of the fire then? 


|Pulinekx| What te at etake here te that we should get closer to the lower costs 
of our competitors, In thie respect, you should not only make the comparison with 
the Federal Republic of Germany -- ae against which we are already in an unfavorable 
position anyhow «-, but aleo with the average of the other countries, 


‘Question! Let ue, in thie comparison, also pay attention to the unemployment 
figure which, after all etatietical corrections, also reaches a record here. Aren't 
you afraid thet the fact that, for more than 5 years now, you have been asking in 
vein for wore moderation may be due to the fact that this unfavorable result of 

we igian inc .atery forme part of a certain distrust of manufacturers? 


‘Pulinekx When you make comparisons, you also have to compare the various regula- 
tions, fart of Belgian unemployment ie the product of related regulations. Mea- 
sured by German or Dutch criteria, we should not have 350,000 but only 180,000 un- 
employed, and according to the Italian method, not even 60,000. An international 
comparieon really does not warrant the conclusion that our unemployment ie higher 
than elsewhere. 


| Question | The problem may well be less a question of a high figure, than the fact 
that the expulsion of active workers has occurred at a more rapid pace here than 
eluewhere. 


Pulinekx If you say that industry no longer creates jobs in our country, then 
you should immediately add something. Industry no longer creates jobs in industry, 
but throwh the productivity and the wages it helps create jobs elsewhere. The drop 
has been more rapid in industry, but globally speaking we have not dismissed any 
nore people than eleewhere. However, we are stuck with a larger number of supported 
unemploved, because only in our country is it possible for a member of the household 
‘, reraln unemployed and to receive support his whole life long, even if the family 
inerse fea high. 


‘Question Yet, the newepapere are full of the harsh behavior of the suspension 
comminaions. 


Pulincks But half a year later, those who were suspended are back or else they 
ha cecycled themselves from unemployment to health insurance. This does not exist 
eleewhere. Theoretically, it ie possible only in Belgium, without ever having 
worked, after completion of one's studies to receive benefits throughout one's whole 
life. 


Question! Doesn't it make for a peaceful society that the responsibility for those 
who can no longer keep up has been shifted to national solidarity, without costs to 
industry’ 


‘Pulinekx | I would heartily applaud it if I could continue to afford it. If there 
were no hole in the budget, | would be the first to propose an increase in family 
allowances. But there is the gaping deficit. Ghould we, however, make the working 
people fork out, and thus /demotivate/ | in italics | them even more, in order to 
grant favors which do not exist elsewhere? 
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[Question] The uremployed Belgian i being penalised in terme of hie purchasing 
power, but not tolally. He can still just afford hie rent, hie fuel ol] and hie 
food. These remain partly expenditures which produce a net return to the enterpriaes 
aren't they? Besides, you cannot differentiate an oyed person from an active 
worker in the gubway. For a country with staggering sis figures, we are expe- 
riencing a striking social calm, No Italian terrorism, no drunken bums, no raids 
from starvation districts into the villas. Our society ie maintaining ite balance. 
Don't you appreciate the form of general insurance which the social security budget 
represents, as compensation for the failure of your industrial structure? 


[Pulinckx] This is why the VBO did not formulate any proposals for retrenchment in 
terms of heads of family and singles. We are convinced that everyone should receive 
hie minimal income in any case. But alas, we no longer have the means to continue to 
haip finance the rank and file of the members of the household in this sense. You 
could put the choice as follows: do we continue, to this end, to skim off the pur- 
chasing power of the active workers and to swallow up the means of the enterprises? 
There if no question of reducing the volume of the social effort, but of shifting 
and of better spending. What is income for the worker is cost for the employer. If 
wo continue to se)] increasingly less because we are too expensive, then our global 
income will also go down, When we ask for moderation, then it is precisely to try 
to maintain that «lobal income, and even to laprove it. 


Devaluation 


‘Question, Aren't you stressing the wage factor so much because the purchasing 
power which wou create in the population is being spent on Japanese gadgets? Bel@an 
industry is barely able yet to produce a bicycle which appeals to the public. A 
Walloon socialist is traveling all around the world as minister of foreign trade, 

to sell a non-adjusted production package, while your competitors are robbing the 
"new" consumer market blind? 


|Fulinekx, As far as products are concerned, we are still exporting more than we 
import. It is the of] bill which makes the difference. In 1975, we had to buy 

64 billion frances worth of petroleum, now it has already risen to a 235 billion 
franc item. O11 has become so expensive that our surplus in the goods balance is no 
longer large enough; for the year 1980, we will suffer an overall deficit of 

160 billion france. In the past, services also represented a plus item on the 
balance of payments, but that has also already been turned negative. Inetead of 
receivim interest on foreign investments in Belgium, we now have to pay on the order 
of 40 billion france on loans which we have contracted abroad in order to cover our 
consumer expenditures. 


|Question! Are you insisting on devaluation now? 


|Pulinckx| There are manufacturers whose costs are expressed in Belgian francs, but 
who sell in dollars, who would obviously applaud a devaluation. And yet, I dare to 
say, in the name of all my enterprises and my sectors, that we are not in favor of 
devaluation. 


|Question| Anyone in Belgium who waives an index adjustment, or a 13th or 14th 
month, experiences «  .oncrete, albeit extra-legal income reduction. This has been 
stipulated recently in a number of agreoments, following social negotiations. Do 
you generally insist on this? 
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| Pulinekx | In the case of the ship repairmen, the wage freese was part of a giotal 
plan, for which the community had actually released bili ) 

had to produce; the workers took up their share. In 

sector, the wage freese was coupled with the guarantee of job maintenance. The 
employees yielded something there in order to get something. Alas, I will not be 
able to negotiate thie on a national level. In such specific cases, you oan explain 
to the workers what it ie about, what they will buy with it, but our exporters de- 
pend too much on foreign factors. 


| Question | Can you guarantee that the wage moderation, which will give the enter- 
prises more elbow room, will not be used by the manufacturers, for example, to make 
in depth invertments, which would cause the rejection of even more workers’ 


Pulinckx | My guarantee lies in the fact that a worsening of the situation can only 
prevented by closing the gap between the costs of the Belgian manufacturers and 
those of hie competitors. 


| Question | Ae spokesman for (tne employers, you talk authoritatively about public 
policy, from devaluation to the sige of social benefits. You social prestige is 
the result of your real social function. We are stuck with euch a high figure for 
unemployment because the labor market in the generation after ue had to cope with 
the sudden supply of female workers. But with your rejection of “member of the 
household,” you actually reject this fact of civiligation. Our society ie built on 
the cornerstone of free enterprise, but the latter no longer seems to be able to 
cope with the emancipation of our women. Would you dare tell your daughter that 
she cannot expect anything more than some needle work? 


\Pulinekx | In August of thie year, 6.3 percent of the Belgian male workers were 
unemployed, but 17.4 percent of the Belgian female workers. In no other land of 
the world does this relationship exist; at most double the amount of female unen- 
ployed: 2.4 percent men as against 4.8 percent women in the Federal Republic of 
Germany, 4.6 percent as against 6.5 percent in France, 6.3 percent as against 
10.3 percent in Italy, 4.6 percent as against 6.4 in the Netherlands, and so forth. 
hat does that mean’? This does not in the least sean that we have created fewer 
‘o.s for women in Belgium than elsewhere; it is serely the product of our mild re- 
gulations. The VBO proporals do not include anything against women who work, which 
is not the case in the Netherlands. There, 4 married woman cannot receive benefits 
for more than 6 months if her husband has another income. 





‘Question, You have been in politics long enowh to know that the social response 
{ those involved in civil divorce. This looks like a phasing out of Christian 
civilization, because the Arabs have increased the price of fuel o11. bes the 
West, with its 2000 year old social value scale, suddenly collapse because camphor 
in China has become too expensive? 


| Pul inekx | Are the enterprises then phasing out society in all those other coun- 
tries which are ahead of us now? Why should we give it up? We are doing just as 
well as elsewhere, but we are faced with an additional prohiem.

DISGRUNTLED DEPUTIES SUBMIT MEMORANDUM 


Dynamiem Asked from Government 
Nicosia BOZKURT in Turkish 15 Nov 80 p 1 


[Text] Certain events within NUP [National Unity Patty] had at first leaked into 
the Turkish press and later appeared in the local press. These events continue to 
rock public opinion with an intensity that goes beyond the scope of earlier events 
of this nature. Sometime ago a group lead by Famagusta Representative Dr Dervis 
Eroglu had presented the government with a memorandum. This memorandum had been 
worded in the form of a warning and had appeared in outline form within the Turkish 
press. The letter carried the signatures of Dervis Eroglu, Mehmet Bayram, Huseyin 
Curctoglu, Osman Civisilli, Mehmet Oxturk, and Orhan Bilgehan. The letter demanded 
that efforts be made for the resolution of problems in three specific areas. It re- 
quested that: 


— Pressure be put upon Cypfruvex so that producers can be paid the sums that they have 
been so far denied. 


~ Cost of living increases be paid as soon as possible. 


— Tye labors of producers and peasants be adequately evaluated, that base prices 
be determined in conformity with today's conditions and that such groups within 
society be protected. 


We spoke to some of the Representatives who had signed the memorandum. Certain 
legitimate concerns surfaced as the result of these conversations. They can be 
stated as follows: 


The government remains passive and silent towards the resolution of societal problems. 
The resolution of problems is being procrastinated. In consequence, the groups that 
ace affected by the problems are pouring out into the streets and utter mayhem is 
being brought about. Is it absolutely necessary that such major societal upheavals 
take place before all possible measures are undertaken’? Is it absolutely necessary 
for the government to indicate its willingness to act only when it is backed into 
into a corner? Why cannot problems be resolved in the beginning, before the people 
pour out into the streets and before they are seized by despair? 


it is natural chat the NUP Representatives from Famagusta were concerned about the 
upcoming general elections as they chose to deliver this memorandum. They are in a 
very difficult position that does not permit them to go to the people and to respond 
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to the cries of citrus growers, public servants, peasants and producers. During their 
visite, they are having difficulties in finding people who will even listen to them, 


In fact, their absence from the Assembly yesterday wae caused by their unwillingness 
to participate in the debate concerning Cypfruvex. According to what they themselves 
have said, participating in the debate would have forced them to support the oppo- 
sition! The position to be adopted by the Famagusta group during today's joint 
session of the Federated Assembly is the topic of great curiosity. Dervis Eroglu has 
for a long time been known as the NUP's head in Famagusta and has served ae a bal- 
ancing influence within the party. As he has indicated to the local press, his 
resignation from NUP is out of the question and there are no current efforts towards 
any changes at the ministerial level. 


In the meantine, some NUP Representatives from Famagusta are saying the following 
about their opinions concerning the warning strike: “The warning strike is justified. 
The government has indeed promised cost of living increases but has not specified 

an amount or 4 specific time frame for the fulfillment of this promise. In addition, 
very many problems remain unresolved. In these circumstances, a warning strike is 

a natural course of action." 


The events are founded on the assumption that "thie time the interests of the Turkish- 
Cypriot population are at stake." They have brought about yet another split within 
NUP. Undoubtedly, the events are also a prelude to intra-party processes by which 
power groups will be formed and accounts will be settled on the eve of the general 
elections in 1981. 


Spokesman Describes Memorandum Aim 
Nicosia BOZKURT in Turkish 20 Nov 80 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Nicosia: Yesterday Dr Dervis Eroglu released a written statement on behalf 
of six NUP Representatives who had earlier presented the government with a memorandum. 
In the statement he claimed that individuals who were blinded by the ambition of 
assuming power were providing the perfect example of irresponsible opposition and 
forwarding ugly allegations. Eroglu's statement refuted these allegations on behalf 
of himself as well as his friends and read as follows: 


"Our warning to the government over important issues has been labelled as ‘the move- 
ment of the six’ by public opinion during the last few days. It should be viewed as 
a necessary attribute of parlaimentary government and as a privilege granted to a 
minister by the democracy prevailing within the party. As in every other issue, there 
are those who are blinded by the ambition of assuming power, who give the perfect ex- 
ample of manipulative and irresponsible oppostion and who trample the rules of de- 
mocracy to launch ugly allegations in our direction. We reject these allegations. 
Our fellow citizens with common sense have provided adequate judgment in the case of 
opposition parties, who cannot even bring themselves to allow us the exercise of our 
ministerial duties in matters that closely concern society. Our purpose was to 
bring about the implementation of satisfactory policy in the case of citrus and all 
other crops, to secure the payment of cost of living increases to workers in a manner 
compatible with today's conditions and to help the government in the prompt adoption 
of measures that concern other sectors of society. Resulting meetings with the 
Honorable Prime Minister have provided the assurance that the government will display

the appropriate sensitivity in ite approach to these matters. While it ie clear that 
the Honorable Head of State has nothing to do with thie matter, it is highly eignif- 
icant that some individuals with ulterior motivations have sought to have him in- 
volved, I find it ueeful to repeat that our action had nothing to do with a power 
siruggle or a regional pre-election ploy. In general, our purpose wae to add an 
clement of urgency to the resolution of problems that concern every sector of 
soctety, We disregard the verdict given by opposition parties who in conformity 
with their election plans seek to prevent a vigorous approach on the part of the 
government towards the resolution of the problems. We share the belief and the 
peace of mind of doing our duty by lietening to the voice of the people and not being 
concerned with votes."

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INTEREST RATES ATTRACT TFSC CASH TO TURKEY 


Nicosia BOZKURT in Turkish 4 Dec 80 pp 1, 6 


[Text] GUN AYDIN newspaper in ite “Ekonomi” supplement, which provides the most 
reliable economic reporting and analysis in Turkey, has announced that the high 
interest rates which are being implemented in Turkey have caused approximately 
3} billion Turkish lira to be transferred to Turkey from the Turkish Federated 
State of Cyprus. According to the newspaper the high interest rates which have 
been in effect since 1 July 1980 have attracted deposits from depositors in the 
Turkieh Federated State of Cyprus. 


Furthermore the news story goes on to say: 


"Due to the fact chat the rate of interest for term deposite in Cyprus is still 
? percent and that for demand deposits only 3 or 4 percent, Cypriot depositors 
are withdrawing their money from banks in Cyprus to deposit it in Turkish banke 
and some businessmen have worked out procedures by which the goods they sell to 
Turkish tourists are paid for by deposits in Turkish banks.” 


A Big Economic Problem 


As is known the shortage of liquidity which has arisen in our banks following the 
implementation in Turkey of a high interest rate policy has come to be one of 

‘ur economy's gost important problems. The shortage of liquidity and the resulting 
.imtcations upon the credic facilities of our banks have produced a crisis situa- 
ton affecting our commercial life, investments and our construction sector. 

The efforts which the government has expended over recent months have as yet 
produced no results, and despite the fact that announcements have appeared to 
the effect that interests rates in the Turkish Federated State of Cyprus are to 
be raised to a level conforming to current economic conditions it would appear 
that no etepse have been taken to bring this about. in « press conference, on 
nis return from Turkey Prime Minister Mustafa Cagatay responded to a question 
regarding interest rates by saying that the issue would be included in a program 
which is being prepared to stabilize the economy. Meanwhile in recent days the 
sele in Turkey of 6-month term state bonds at an interest rate of 28 percent has 
brought about « renewed flow of goney from the TFSC to Turkey. These days, as the 
interest year is approaching an end, the prospect that quite a few persons may 
withdraw their deposits which have completed their terms and transfer them to 
Turkey hae greatly disquieted our bankers, as we have reported previously in a 
study based upon interviews with banking officials. Consequently it should be 
evident to all that if measures are to be taken in the matter of interest rates 
they should be taken before the end of the year.

PAPER SUPPORTS HIGHER PAY FOR RECRUITS, CONSCRIPTS

{Editorial: More Conscripte") 


[Text] In the debate ona better use of the laws on conscription a distinction must 
be made between the defense forces’ acute personnel shortage within the framework 
of the present defense agreement and the composition of the defense forces after the 
implementation of a new defense lav. 


Ac present fewer conscripts are drafted than provided for under the current regula- 
tions. Fewer enlisted volunteers than planned are aleo being recruited. This has 
an effect on the mobilization forces, which comprise conscripts, and reduces the 
standing forces, which today do not amount to the combat force which the current de- 
fense legislation requires. 


Correcting these present faults will require a lot of money. The tranefer of funds 
from the Labor Ministry's employment projects could be one way of doing this, even 
though it must be stressed that the primary goal ie not to bring down unemployment, 
which is far too high, but to meet the defense forces’ personnel requirements. How- 
ever, ic is difficult to see that the immediate drafting of a number of conscripts 
would be such an economic burden for society, since we must weight unemployment 
benefit on the one hand against soldiers’ pay and the cost of having conscripts in 
the defense forces on the other. 


A lasting and more radical reform will at any rate be needed when a new defense plan 
is being implemented. The present plan, adopted in 1973, assumed full employment 

on the labor market. This circumstance alone is good reason for a change. However, 
it t# more important to recognize that the whole defense forces personnel structure 
is base. on economic premises which are outdated--indeed, which were never fulfilled. 


There is no alternative but to return to the system with modest daily payments, at 
least in the firet few months of service, in line with the old system here in Den- 
mark, which ie etill functioning in the other Nordic countries. 


The goal of comparability between the civilian labor market and the defense forces, 


which is the objective of the present structure with regard to working hours, wages 
and so on, is impracticable and will be impossible to maintain in a new defense 
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plan. The gap between the defense forces’ personnel requirements and the funds 
which we can expect the politicians to allot to defense is quite simply too great, 


In order to set the necessary deliberations in sotion we need nothing less than for 
the defense minieter--perhapese with the support of the political parties which tradi- 
tionally support defense legislation--to call on his colleagues to begin work ia- 
mediately on concrete proposals for the reorganisation of the defense forces’ per- 


sonnel structure, including the drafting of more conscripts and the training of more 
officers. 


This would aleo be a realistic approach to solving the problem of allied land rein- 
forcements. Our allies will have difficulty seeing the need to deploy significant 


army unite in Denmark if we maintain « system with a very large underexploited re- 
serve of conscripts.

KOHL REJECTS SPECULATION ON COALITION CHANGE 
Duesseldorf HANDELSBLATT in German 9 Dec 80 p 3 


[Text] Bonn, 8 Dec--On Monday CDU party chairman Helmut Kohl 
apoke out firmly against "foolish speculation” concerning 
changes in the coalition in the next 4 years. This specu- 
lation had been fed over the weekend by «a report that Kohl 
would meet with SPD chairman Willy Brandt for discussions. 


The CDU chairman, speaking to the “Little congress” of the Union in Bonn, affirmed 
that the CDU and CSU had prepared themselves for a full ters in opposition during 
the legislative session. Nothing was changed in view of the growing difficulties 
that faced the government alliance, The government would have to deal with its 
internal differences by itself. 


In his status report the CDU chairman expressed the view that the Union was the only 
political force in the FRG capable of winning a majority by itself, without a 
coalition. It had a good chance of regaining political leadership it if approached 
solutions to the difficult problems confronting the FRC “with hard work, calmly 

and without excitement and haste, and with the unity it had demonstrated in recent 
menthe." 


Kohl added that the foundation had to be laid now for success in the Land elections 
to be held beginning in 1962 and the parliamentary election of 1984. As "steward 
for our fellow citizens" the party had to be sensitive to the problems which cannot 
be solved with more money, more laws and more agencies alone. The Union's political 
statements and ite platform would have to be communicated to the populace in 
comprehensible language. 


The CDU chairman announced that the party would be concerned mainly with four 
topice in the coming year: 


--with the interrelationship between economic and ecological development and policy 
affecting the economic and social situation and the family; 


~-with a critical examination of and self-scrutiny by educational policy; 
~-with an intensified resumption of the theme of European unification; 


--with the pressing questions in the North-South problem area between industrial 
nations and developing countries, 
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In the statue report Kohl criticized the undifferentiated use of the term 

"liberal policy,” which the Union was supposed to follow. The CDU's basic program, 
which wae the most modern that the Union had ever had, needed only to be transformed 
into practical policy. In this context Kohl spoke of the "chancellor's failure to 
provide spiritual leadership." The SPD, he said, was not solving its own crisis 


of direction. 


CDU secretary general Heiner Geissler identified one of the Union's principal tasks 
to the “little congress" as winning the majority of young people back to the politics 
of the CDU. Geissler announced that the Union would in future openly discuss burning 
political issues in a dialogue between party, science and the public.

FDP PARTY CONGRESS PRODUCES FEW CHANGES 
Frankfurt/Main PRANKFURTER ALLGEMELINE in German 8 Dec 80 p 12 
{Article by Thomas Meyer: "Congress of Self-Portrayal" |] 


[Text] Munich, 7 Dec--As a political event the FDP congress in Munich was no more 
than average. Great, issue-related discussions were missing. Success in the 
elections on 5 October has benefited the party, but a great deal of strength was 
used to achieve this success. “This was a congress for catching our breath," said 
Minister of the Interior Baum. 


Much time was wasted in discussing whether the party's “youth work" should be 
carried out in future by the Young Democrats, or whether the newly formed “Young 
Liberals” (Julis) should replace them. The struggle between the “evil left" and 
the “clever kids," as one delegate dubbed the young matadors, ended in a decision 
by the party to wait and see how the competition develops. 


The party chairman and his coworkers demonstrated their loyalty to the coalition 
at the Munich congress. In public there was to be no doubt possible: the FDP 
wants to govern for another 4 years with the SPD. Everyone cooperated. Even 
Ceunt Lambsdorff, whose statements on “openmindedness about the coalition” had 
caused some confusion, left no doubts about his loyalty to the coalition. For the 
foreseeable future it would be impossible to survive a shift to the CDU within the 
party, and such a shift would also deprive the FDP of most of its chances to 
define itself politically. 


In its preoccupation with external signals like this, the party almost neglected 
to come to grips with its own situation. But in the neglect of fundamental debate 
one thing became clear: the FDP does not want any skirmishes on its wings at the 
moment. However, the gap between left and right has not been closed yet. That 
became evident in the board elections and the battles attending them, which were 
coaducted more with spite than finesse. The principal casualty was the Land 
chairman from the Saar, de Klumpp, who lost his chairmanship because he had 
quarreled not only with the Young Democrats but with the entire camp of party 
leftwing liberals. Secretary General Verheugen also suffered severely from the 
results of his reelection. In his own estimation he had to do penance for a number 
of things. Many blamed him for the defeat of Josef Ertl. The delegates from 
Hesse took offense at his criticism of Karry's expansion of Frankfurt airport. 
Finally, a considerable number of his opponents showed him that his party, with 
its radical-liberal goals, is intolerable for the secretary general of the whole 
party. Verheugen needed only a few hours to adjust to his poor election results. 
But the party suffered permanent hara. - 





It wae Verheugen who had shifted the emphasia at thie party congress, With all 

ite commitment to fringe groups, the FDP wants to break out of the minority party 
corner; it hae determined to break into the electoral groupe of the big parties, 
Verheugen eaid what would be needed most in order to achieve it: a credible 
workers’ policy that appeale not only to executive workers but aleo includes the 
soclally weaker groups. The concept of co-determination te acquiring new dimensions 
here, far beyond the current coal and steel dispute, 


The delegates in Munich did not discuss thie perspective. Perhaps it was etill too 
soon. In the discussion about party platform proposale--which were mostly tabled-- 
a powerful moderate front emerged, whose principal supporters are the Land delega- 
tions from North Rhine-Westfalia, Hesse and Baden-Wuerttemberg. Leftwing-liberal 
preferences dominated in the board elections. Still, the Julis' candidate, Otto, 
missed election to the parliamentary board by a hair's breadth, which astonished 
his own supporters, 


Under the cloak of thie externally uneventful party congress a great deal of 
discontent was atifled, With the acclamation of Genecher and the interminable 
"Juso-Jult" debates, those who felt themselves to be the "front-linerse" scarcely 
had the opportunity to air their concerns. They had worked for years at the party 
grase-roote level and now had to look on as others garnered the laurels. One of 
them summed it up bitterly: “Once again it was nothing but the stare playing 
themselves for the media."

PCF DISSIDENT ELLEINSTELN ON POLAND, MARCHAIS, POLITICS 
Hamburg DER SPLEGEL in German 8 Dec 80 pp 142-153 


Interview with French communist Jean Elleinetein about Poland and the consequences 
for the Weeat: "“'It Ie a Matter of Life or Death for Moscow'") 


[Excerpts] For years, Jean Elleinatein was one of the 
strongest advocates of “EBurocommuniem" among West European 
communist thinkers. The author of a critical “History of the 
USSR" and deputy head of the PCF research institute "Centre 
d'Etudes et de Recherches marxistes” in Paris, he shaped 

the PCF trend critical of Moscow and oriented toward 
democratization. When party chief Marchais set the PCF again 
on a Moscow course, the historian and ideologist Jean Elleinstein, 
54, was sidetracked. No longer published by party publications, 
he issued his criticiem of the party line in LE MONDE and 
finally in the FIGARO MAGAZINE, the forum of the new right. 
Nevertheless the PCF so far has not dared expel the rebel. 





SPIRCEL: Something fundamentally new has now happened in Poland: «a communist 
perty has permitted free trade unions and the right to strike. Did you think that 
such a thing was possible? 


Elleinetein: I said some years ago that contradictions have emerged in these 
systems, that a working clase getting etronger all the time and millions of other 
working people are confronting the ruling class. We are facing a new form of workers 
movement. inevitably this contradiction is emerging not only in Poland but in East 
Ceormany, in Czechoslovakia and in the Soviet Union. 


SPIEGEL: Surely the example of Poland also drastically shows the deadend in which 
these regimes now find themselves: they cannot stay put without risking economic 
ruin. Nor can they change, however, without risking political disintegration. Where 
do you think this will lead to? 


Elleinetein: I think it will lead to a general crisis of the system, and this is 
the reason why the Soviet Union was so worried about events in Poland from the start. 


SPIECEL: But what does this mean? Will the system come apart? 
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Elleinatein: One gust realise that it te @ question of a historical movement of 
great dimensions, It will not be completed in a year or two but will last many 
years. Parte of it could be noticed ae early as 1968 in Czechoslovakia, but the 
Soviet Union covered them up--that te, it invaded Cazechoslovakia in order to atifle 
thie movement. And it succeeded in doing #0, though only temporarily and partially. 
The ashes are smoldering on under the fire. 


SPLEGEL: And why were the Soviets unable to stamp out the fire for good? 


Elleinstein: Because the desire for change is revolutionary, in that it seeks to 
overturn the existing political system and to change ite social bases; and because 
it is a question of depriving the new classe again of ite usurped power. 


SPIEGEL: Do you mean to say that the crieis is basically a product of the backwardness 
of a syatem in which the working clase is only now conquering the right to strike, 
which in capitalist countries it conquered as long ago as early this century? 


Elleinetein: Precisely. In fact we even have here the clearest indication of the 
system's having failed. With the exception of Yugoslavia, this system was imposed 
by force on all countries of East Europe. With a single exception, the leaders 
of the Polish Communist Party were shot before the war (in the Soviet Union--Ed). 
In 1945 too, there were still very few communists in Poland. Soviet bayonets 
introduced this type of regime. That ia the cardinal sin of the Soviet empire. 


SPLEGEL: But it ie therefore all the more amazing that the Soviets did not right 
away again march into Poland with their bayonets. Why this hesitation? 


Elleinstein: There are many reasons for this, though this is not meant to imply 

that they will not invade in the end after all. But they face enormous difficulties. 
First, Poland is a country with more than 35 million inhabitants--no trivial thing. 
Secondly, the country bears a Western stamp. And, finally, the people are proud of 
their particular national character. Despite the fact that there was no Polish 

state for more than a century, these people managed to survive as a nation. All 

of these things are major obstacles in the way of a Soviet invasion. 


| do not mean to imply that the Soviets would lack the military strength for such 
an invasion, but there certainly would be heavy fighting. 


SPIEGEL: But does not the fact that the Russians have hesitated to invade also 
point to a certain evolution? 


Elleinetein: I view this more pessimistically than you do. Such an evolution does 
exist, but it is proceeding very slowly and has not yet reached the top leaders of 
the Soviet Union. They have no understanding whatever of what is happening. They 
fill the breaches but are utterly unable to comprehend the root of the evil. 


SPIEGEL: So you do not exclude the possibility of Soviet intervention by any means? 
Elleinstein: Not in any way. I identified the problem clearly and precisely from 
the start, in my first article in LE MONDE of 23 August. The events in Poland are 


causing an intolerable breach in the system of the Soviet empire and of the Soviet 
regime at home. In my view, it is a matter of life or death for this systen. 
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SPIEGEL: What ts Moscow to do then if, with a view to the great risks, it seeke to 
avoid a wmllitary intervention but at the same time faces a fatal danger’ 


Elleineatein: Breshnev is behaving @ little like U.S. President Theodore Roosevelt 
in the early 20th century. We practiced what wae called the “policy of the big 
atick,” saying: I show my big atick in order not to have to use it. Accordingly, 

| would like to describe the attitude of the Soviets and Brezhnev now as the “policy 
of the big tank.” Brezhnev te broad enough to have a tank behind him, and since 

the eventa in Crechoslovakia people have known that he can intervene. 


In any case one must understand that the Poles fear the intervention, and they have 
good reason to fo so. We people in the Weat are mere onlookers shouting, “Bravo, 
bravo, long live the Poles!" What aid are we rendering the Poles, and are we really 
in @ position to defend Poland by force of arma? 


VLECEL: Te i€ in fact justifiable to want to defend Poland by force of arma? Surely 
it is not the meaning of the Western ailitary alliance to defend a country of the 
fastern alliance against the predominance of that alliance. 


Flleinstein: That ita the division of the world that has existed since Yalta. In the 
case of a Soviet intervention in Poland, we in the West should summon the political 
courage to manifest our displeasure. Merely a suspension of economic relations would 
not solve the problem. Only the fear of a war could deter the Russians from an 
intervention in Poland. 


SPIEGEL: Do you really not think that in fact the Russians can be sure that the 
West will refrain from any warlike threat? 


Elleinetein: The Soviets have yet another fear. The Soviet people are very fond 

of the policy of detente, and the Soviet leaders are reluctant to offend those 
feelings. Despite the fact that there is no democracy in the Soviet Union, the 
Soviet leaders are in fact forced to pay regard to the feelings of their citizens. 

| «pink Brezhnev's “policy of the big tank” is offset a little by that, and therefore 
the Soviets are doing all they can to find solutions, to avoid direct intervention. 


SPIEGEL: Seeing “antisocialist forces” at work in Poland, East Berlin and Prague 
have walled off their countries from Poland. In the past few weeks the tone has 
become dangerously shrill. Do you think the walling off is enough to protect the 
other Fast European states from being infected by the Polish disease? 


Elleinetein: Wo, not at all. 
SPIEGEL: Do you see signs of such an infection? 


Flleinstein: Sure; for example, in Czechoslovakia. Husak had to rush to the coal- 
mining area of Ostrava because something had begun to stir there. 


There are also signs in the GDR, discontent in plants--quite diffuse but present 
nevertheless. There exists a sort of wait-and-see attitude there, if you will. The 
people, particularly in Czechoslovakia, are saying to themselves: “All right, we 
etruck the first blow in 1968, and then we were strangled; let us see what happens 
in Poland." The closing of the borders thus can only be a prophylactic measure 
intended to place a “cordon sanitaire” around Poland. 
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SPIEGEL: In your view, are the events in Poland also a result of the policy of 
detente and of the Heleinki agreements, which Moscow was so set on concluding? 
Now it te getting the bill. 


Elleinetein: Yea; in fact I am convinced that the events in Poland would not have 
been possible without detente and the Heleinki agreements. I have read many 
critical analyses stating that the West should not have gone to Heleinki. On the 
contrary, the West--perhaps unwittingly, I don't know--relied on the basic contra- 
diction in the Soviet system between the people and the ruling class, between the 
lack of political democracy and the will or desire for such democracy. You know 
what Lincoln said: that you cannot fool all of the people all the time... 


SPIEGEL: Particularly not in the era of television, tourtem and the exchange of 
ideas and goods. 


What would you have done in Polish party head Stanislaw Kania's place? He really 
tried his hand at achieving an unusual political feat; while having to promise his 
workers in a credible manner that they would keep their new freedoms, he had to 
assure the Russians just as credibly that the workers would in fact not keep those 
freedoms? 


Elleinstein: A political pragmatist, Kania tried to prevent this contradiction 
from exploding. He is pursing a policy of drawing back in order to be able to take 
a betcer jump. He draws back and draws back and draws back. But at a certain point 
his situacion will become dramatic; either he will satisfy his workers completely, 
or he will be forced to employ the forces of repression. 


SPIEGEL: At a moment when the Poles want to say goodby to Soviet communism, the 
French Communist Party is re-Stalinizing domestically, and externally approving the 
entire Soviet policy, including the invasion of Afghanistan. Why? 


Elleinetein: There are various reasons. First of all, a domestic political one. 
The PCF was afraid of coming to power jointly with a Socialist Party which had done 
better than it in the elections. 


SPIECEL: In other words, the PCF had to re-Stalinize in order to regain lost ground? 


Elleinstein: Yes; the PCF was afraid of following its logic to its conclusion 
because this logic no longer had anything in common with the traditional positions 
of communism. While it was not yet a question of a social democratic position, 
acknowledgment of pluralism and also political democracy were already included, and 
this means abandonment of the idea of dictatorship of the proletariat, independence 
vis-a-vis Moscow and finally democratic statutes within the PCF. 


SPIEGEL: Was it really unrealistic to anticipate such a development? 
Elleinstein: In any case the differences between Socialists and Communists would 


have diminished. Since the signing of the Joint Program of the leftwing parties in 
1972, the two parties have disputed each other's right to the same territory. 
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From that time on the PCF preferred to withdraw into itself, to shut itself in a 
kind of fortress and to behave as if that fortress was being besieged. By relying 
again more strongly on the Soviet Union, the party is adopting a new image which 
again sete it off clearly from the Socialist Party. Thus the PCF is reestablishing 
ite identity--albeit one corresponding to an archaic image of communion. 


SPIEGEL: In concrete terms, how did thie adaptation to Soviet policy take place? 
As time passed, quite a few intellectuals left the PCF, but none was able~-or 
willing--to reveal the processes by which Moscow imposes its will on the PCF. 


Elleinatein: Firet of all, there is an ideological process. 


SPLEGEL: But how does it work? Surely Brezhnev does not constantly get Marchais 
on the telephone. 


letnetein: No, | am sure that is not the way. Rather there exists an ideological 
identity. There is mutual understanding, there are meetings. PCF delegations come 
to Moscow, the Soviets come to Paris. Then the Soviet Embassy in Paris plays a 
part. Don't forget that Moscow's ambassador here is not just anybody. It is Mr 
Chervonenko, who is on the CPSU Central Committee and who was in Prague in 1968. 
Finally, there are many economic and financial contacts by enterprises under PCF 
control. All this causes the PCF to follow Soviet policy. It completed a turn to 
the East. I am sure you know the famous story: “Why is L'HUMANITE more expensive 
than PRAVDA’? Because of the translation expense." 


SPIEGEL: As far as you know, is there actually any discussion in the PCF Politburo-- 
say, about the invasion in Afghanistan? 


Elleinstein: There certainly were discussions, particularly in 1976/1977, before 
it was decided to break with the Socialists and again to support Moscow's policies. 
In the end the opponents of those policies capitulated. 


SP'BGEL: The party line is again being determined by General Secretary Georges 
‘Marchais. What individual qualities actually make him the boss? 


tlleinstein: First of all the fact that Marchais does very well on television. He 
presents his ideas with emphasis. Personally I have ay doubts there, because he 
rather has the effect of a joker and is unlikely to gain many votes. But surrounded 
by the rather colorless functionaries, he is something like a colored bird. And he 
is very tough and full of energy, in a position to impose his will on others. And 
with such qualities one manages to prevail in a collective system. 


SPIEGEL: The personality cult surrounding Marchais corresponds to the personality 
cult around Brezhnev in Moscow. Why is there no greater opposition to it in the PCF? 


Elleinstein: First of all because the presidential system in France led to a 

personalization of political power in the first place. But there is opposition to 
the personality cult surrounding Marchais. Purges were conducted in many sections 
of the party, with people being expelled who had opposed the policies of Marchais. 


SPIEGEL: All that apparently did not do the party any harm, however. 
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Elleinatein: Im the last election the PCF lost a relatively important proportion of 
the vote, and that wae no coincidence. Workers are leaving the PCF on tiptoe, and 
it cannot be ruled out by any means that the PCF will lose yet more votes in the 
next election. 


SPIEGEL: Because of the policies of Marchais, you mean? 


Elieinatein: Not only the policies of Marchais but those of the whole group of 
leaders have not adopted by any to the reality of today's world. Rather, the past 
has been introduced into this contemporary world. 


SPIEGEL: How do you then explain the fact that around 20 percent continue to vote 
Communist? 


Elieinstein: Because the Communists are still the heralds, the mouthpieces for the 
workers’ demands. That affects the workers. 


SPIEGEL: Presumably you thought for a long time that it was possible to reform the 
PCF, to turn it into a democratic organization. Do you still think so? 


Elleinstein: To paraphrase de Gaulle, I reply to this: "I lost a battle but not 
the war.” It is true that there is no hope for a change in the party leadership, 
this party leadership being incapable of taking a road of reform. 


On the other hand, there are tens of thousands of Communist Party members whose 
attitude is utterly critical of the Soviet Union, who are perturbed by the events in 
Poland and who do not think that, as Marchais has said, the balance of communist 
countries is “positive on a global scale." These party members realize that they 
are being lied to. 


SPIECEL: Appartently you are of the same opinion, for you have stated publicly that 
you were in doubt whether people whould vote for Marchais in the presidential 
election in April. Why, in fact, do you think you have not yet been expelled, as 
Politburo member Roger Garaudy was in 1970? 


Elleinstein: The party leadership preferred to institute “administrative proceedings" 
against me, stating that I had placed myself outside the party. That has the 
advantage--as far as it is concerned--that a political debate, which it fears, is 
being avoided. 


For if the party leadership expelled me, it would be compelled to listen to me and thus 
to start a debate. 


In 1970, when Garaudy was expelled, he stood alone; today there exists a very 
important critical movement in the PCF. I do not mean to say that there are a 
great many supporters of mine, but there are thousands of Communists who are at a 
loss and are now wondering. 


SPIEGEL: So for months there has been the comedy of your challenging the party to 


expel you and the party challenging you to quit. Why do you not want to turn your 
back on this church which considers you a heretic? 
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Elleinetein: The PCF is not the property of the party leadership. The party 
leadership appropriated power in the party in about the same way ae the ruling 
class appropriated power in the Soviet Union. To leave the party for that reason 
would mean to give Marchais and his friends a free rein. 


In principle I do not have to subject myself to the will of Marchais. If criticising 
the Soviet Union means placing oneself outside the party~--well, then | have placed 
myself outeide the party. But I have no intention whatever of giving Marchaise a 

free rein. 


SPLEGEL: Does one have to draw the conclusion from this that at the presidential 
election you will actually not vote for the PCF candidate called Georges Marchais? 


Elleinatein: In my opinion not the party but the political orientation of the top 

irty leadership must be dealt a defeat. It would be dishonest to conceal from the 
ublic the fact that | condemn the disastrous policy of the PCF. One can only wish 
that the voters too will clearly condemn the pro-soviet, demagogica) and anti- 
soctalist policy of the PCF, 


SPIEGEL: Thank you for this interview, Mr Elleinsetein.

THE January October belence of 
peyments figures show «8 steady 
improvement over the previous month's 
(see B&F No. 113) largely due to 
CONTINUING stagnating imports. Invisible 
receipts remsined healthy but the 
October exports showed @ small decline. 
Tote! imports rose by 7.5% to $8,926 
million. Virtually ai the increase 
came again from the 36.5% increase of 
state imports, most of which is oil. Oil 
imports eccounted for $2,394 million 
compared wit $1,714 million a year 
290. Oi! exports at $195 million have 
declined from the $316 million in 1979. 
Imports of the private sector remained 
at the 1979 levels. This was due to the 
considerable slowdown of economic 
activity, the voluntary restraint of 
certain categories of imports applied 
successfully by the importers’ essoci.

[Text] During the general debate in parliament, Parliamentary 
Group Leader Jan Terlouw of D'66 | Democrats '66] made a plea 
for accelerated elections. In his opinion the cabinet is 
powerless a5 4 result of its narrow range of support and the 
failing of Specifications ‘81. But D'66 simultaneously proves 
that it is not carrying out opposition just for the sake of 
opposition and thereby it distinguishes itself clearly from 
the PvdA [Labor Party]. The Democrats, for example, support 
tie cabinet in order to achieve wage moderation. Thereby 

they increase the range of support tor the government coali-~- 
tion. Thus this shows the reasonableness of the Democrats, 
And it is this teasonable opposition which undoubtedly makes 
)'66 90 popular. but where do these votes come from? From 
the left or the right? With the aid of the NIPO [Netherlands 
Institute for Public Opinion] we shall try to give an answer 
to this which is as detailed as possible. 


Until now D'66 has participated in four chamber elections. The vote percentages 
were, successively, 4.5 percent (1967), 5.8 percent (1971), 4.3 percent (1972) and 
5.4 percent (1977). With an average of just 5 percent it thus seemed to be typical- 
ly « party for 1 out of every 20 Netherlanders for a period of 10 years, 


lust Like the Liberal Democrats of before the war, who obtained a minimum of 4.° per- 
cent and a maximum of 6.2 percent for the Second Chamber from 1918 through 1937, and 
who merged into the Labor Party after the Liberation Calthough Mr Oud and his people 
left it later). We don't know how the Liberal Democrats fared between elections 

at that time. We do know that about D'66, thanks to the weekly NIPO poll in which 
people are asked: “What political party would you vote for if the elections were 
being held today?" After the elections of 1972, D'66 first dropped to unheard-of 
lows. But then Jan Terlouw came and 1977 nevertheless brought a few more chamber 


seats than 1972. The last few years, however, the 0°66 voting percentages in the 
lls have risen to almost improbable heights. Almost equal to the NI numbers 
or the VVD [People's Party for Freedom and —— The “In the Red Rooster" 
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| political broadcast | of the VAKA [Workers Radio Amateurs Association) has an- 
nounced it very regularly and local elections have continually confirmed the 
piloture, 


Why ie that? 


Because Jan Terlouw's D'66, close to the political center for the voters, appears 
to be much more attractive than the D'66 at the time of Van Mierlo, who let himself 
be embraced much too friendlily by Den Uyl [Labor Party], In and around that 
center between the left and the right many Netherlanders choose their political 
home, Thus many votes are housed there, That was the case before the elections of 
1977 (see the articles in ELSEVIER of April and May that year). And that is still 
the case now that next May's elections are approaching. 


Every week, through always new national random samples, NIPO interviewers ask as 

a rule 1000 to 1100 eligible voters to place themselves in one of the seven boxes 
from left to right. The large majority is able to do so and does. In the table 
below we have reflected the manner in which 24,975 polled Netherlanders positioned 
themselves along the left/right scale from January through June.

There are about 10 million eligible voters. Thus about 3 million “live” in the 
political center and almost 34 million on its sides. Those nearly 64 million 
around the center supply 96 of the 150 chamber seats. Thus there are a lot more 
pickings there than from the extreme left (good for 9 seats more or less) or the 
extreme right (13 or 14). In that central part of the political marketplace D'66 
has booked great successes for a considerable time already. 


Of the aforementioned 24,975 Netherlanders polled from January through June, 


21,262 stated which party they would vote for “if the elections were being held 
today" (an “increase” of 85 percent) and of those, nearly 3,000 (almost 14 percent) 
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atated that D'66 was their choice now. In the next table we see where the 
Democrats get their voters,

Now what would this mean if these had been real elections? 

Of the approximately 10 million voters, about 85 percent would have cast their vote 
and of those about 1,150,000 would have gone to Terlouw's party. That total is the 
result of the following positioning (NIPO poll January/June 1980):

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For that matter, ‘he D'66 percentage in the political center is second only to that 
just left of center. Percentagewise also, the area farther to the left doesn't 
yield much (The PvdA is firmly present there, as is also the PSP [Pacifist Socialist 
Party) and PPR [Political Party of Radicals |, for that matter), 


Half a year before Lhe coming elections D'66 has come close to a center party 
with respect to its following. Compared to an identical poll of 2 years ago (when 
only 1,404 of the 286,465 interviewees chose D'66) the percentage of D'66 votes in 
the position just left of center has become 1 3/4 times as large and that just 
right of center even 3 times as large. 


That adds up nicely, a8 we saw. 


But it also contains risks. In and around the center, namely, people change their 
party preference more often and more easily than at the extremes of the political 
spectrum. Thus how D'66 is seen in the political center is of great significance 
for what will happen between today and the elections of May 1981. The strongly 
incteased “poll-votes" alteady show that the image of D'66 has become much more 
attractive there. That was indeed very necessary. Namely, after the previous 
elections it had strongly declined. At that time, in 1977, NIPO tested it 
various times, amongst others by submitting the following question: "Do you still 
wee a clear difference these days between D'66 and the Labor Party or practically 
no difference?" 


Of all the interviewees, thus the entire public, more than half no longer saw any 
difference between D'66 and the PvdA. 


In October 1977, of those who had earlier voted for D'66, 45 percent no longer even 
saw any difference. 


The NIPO posed the same question once again last month. “No true difference 
between D'66 and Den Uyl's party” has declined to 44 percent of all those inter- 
viewed. 42 Percent of them do indeed notice a clear difference and that's where 
almost all the D'e® votes come from. Among those who notice practically no dif- 
ference, only 3 percent vote fur D'66 C"If the elections were being held today"). 
Of those who do notice a difference, 20 percent vote for D*66. This proves once 
again that a political party without a clear identity does not get votes. But that 
leaves something to be desired in the political center. The following table shows 
what is Lacking.

in a different September poll NIPO attempted to test that by, as it were, putting 
the following words in Terlouw's mouths /"that D'66 can be in a new government 
only if it becomes a Den Uyl cabinet with the PvdA again."/ [in italics] 


1,307 Netherlanders (18 and older) were asked whether or not they agreed with that 
idea. The Netherlanders in the political center are rather divided over it. The 
idea of Den Lyl back together with D'66 gets Large majorities only far to the left 
(where many PvdA voters lie).

It would not make much difference for the potential current votes, however. The 
“Only with Den Uyl" question was followed bys “Which party will you vote for if 
D'66 officially accepts this plan?" Then the reactions show a little loss for 
D'66 in the political center and to the right of it, but a little gain left of 
center. 


Thus Jan Terlouw must balance and that's what he's doing. between votes of the 
left Gwhich then would largely come from the PvdA) or from the more central area. 


Jan Terlouw does not want to put off rightist voters by embracing the PvdA too 
much. But he does opt for the socialists when it comes to governing. And he does 
that in the spirit of his following. For among the current D'66 following only 
7? percent thought that “only with Den Lyl" was a good idea, a5 against 14 percent 
a bad idea (7 percent no opinion). But in the Red Rooster Terlouw said that he 
!o.sn't exclude a combination with CDA-VVD. He keeps all options open. Terlouw 
can co that because he is sure of being asked by one of the parties to participate 
, the next government. At least, if the current coalition doesn't obtain a 
majority in the Second Chamber. 


The NIPO poll for Veronica-Info (LTV. broadcast 18 June this year) showed, for that 
matter, that D'66 voters are most interested in the D*66/PvdA/CDA combination. 
Nearly 4 out of every 10 D'66 voters also showed interest in a D‘'66/CDA/VVD combi- 
nation, Thus D'66 in the government together with the two parties of the | current | 
Van Agt cabinet. 


The Llexibility of the D's6 voter, which appears inconsistent at first sight, is a 
normal phenomenom, however: most voters would like the party of their choice to be 
in the cabinet, although they find one combination of parties more attractive than 
another. The chairman of D'66, Zeevalkings: “Point one iss D*66 wants to be in 
the government.” 


Whether Dutch voters tend to go left or right from their own spot on the left/right 
scale is something NIPO also determines every week. 
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Of the big group exactly in the center, 43 percent had the tendency during the 
first 6 months of the year to move to the right, as against 39 percent who would 
move to the left if they had to polarize Cover 18 percent remained where they were 
and didn't budge).

LText) On Friday and Saturday D'66 will hold a congress on 
nuclear armament. The NATO decision to station 572 new 
medium range nuclear arms in Europe divides the Democrats. 
A majority is against that NATO decision. But there is a 
good chance that D'66 will participate in the government in 
the next cabinet and then its hands cannot be bound too 
strongly. Thus now the trick is to take as point of de- 
parture a principle with which one can go in any direction, 
That is also wise relative to the voters, for divided 
parties lose elections. D‘'66, the pink center party, 

is managing on its way to the Second Chamber elections 

of next May. 


“Experience has Caught us that we always do a lot better in polls than in elec- 
tions," Member of the Second Chamber Brinkhorst is heard saying regularly. “We now 
lie somewhere between 20 and 30 seats. If we get 15 or 16 of those, I'll be very 
happy." Other members of the parliamentary group also show a little reticende 
about the euphoria which every new election prognosis has shown until recently. 
“If we go over 18 or 19 seats, it won't be so pleasant any longer; then you will 
get the sort of competition problems which every big parliamentary group is faced 
with,” says Ineke Lambers, one of the three female members of the chamber of 
D'66, generally called /the giris/. Whether D'66 has to wait until the elections 
to have the possibly sobering elections driven home is doubtful. Already now the 
decline in the polls is setting in. The popularity of D'66 seems to have passed 
the high point. 


The campaign for the new elections is again being put together by professional ad- 
vertisers. That is not unusual, for other political parties also have come to the 
realization that the people don't vote at ali for the party platforms which have 
been produced so laboriously. They go for the packaging, the personalities. The 
face of D'66 is Terlouw. That is the strength and simultaneously the weakness of 
the party. The advantage of having such a vote-drawing leader is obvious. But 
because D'66 has not yet properly arrived at the building of its own foundations 
and structure, it means that the party is indeed very much at the mercy of the 
leading figure. D'66 will stand or fall with Terlouw. 


He is called the ideal son-in-law. Neat, not too elegant, a well-groomed appear- 
ance and speech, highly educated, calm and controlled. It is not as much a matter 
of what he does or says, but the way in which he does it. He is so refined. 

What Terlouw says sounds reasonable. D'‘'66 is not called the /reasonable alter- 
native/ for nothing. That advertising slogan turned out to be a magnificent 
electoral tind, “Real liberals, mild and tolerant, are welcome with us," the 
reasoning went and that struck a note. A considerable number of potential 
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VV) [People's Party for Freedom and Democracy} voters turned away from [ VVD's } 
Wienel in his vested suit, ulttaconservative in their eyes. “Those people are 
just Liberals in their thinking, and would have no trouble at all with Vonhoff or 
Goertsema, They agree with us particularly in the socio-economic area. but 

Hans Wiesel simply happens to have that damaged image," one says in VVD circles, 
But the PvdA | Labor Party | also lost to D'6o, the not so uplifting manner in 
which Chey played the power game after the 10-seat gain of the previous elections, 
the opportunism of many of their members of the chamber, and a new party chairman, 
Max van den Berg, who is called a “Rasputin-like"” figure, caused great Losses, 
And tinally the labor pains of the CDA [Christian Democratic Appeal | also supplied 
new D'66 votes from those ranks. 


The neat, pink center party of Terlouw offered everyone hope. And Jan Terlouw 
appears to be the incarnation of reasonableness, an image carefully cultivated by 
he party and by Terlouw himself. His fans say: “He carefully listens to every- 
one and lets every belief come into its own.” His enemies say: “He does not make 
choices himself; he carefully determines where the majority lies and then places 
himeelf approximately on that line. He bends with the wind.” 


it looks as if Terlouw's glitter is slowly disappearing within D'o6,. Close col- 
laborators find that he doesn't go into matters deeply enough. “He really knows 
very Little about it,” some say straightforwardly. “He is abroad too much. He is 
first in line for every free trip.” Moreover, his so-called “startling vanity" 
is offensive to some people. “He is rancorous toward people who don't agree 

with him,” says a close collaborator, 


Where does D'66 actually stand in current politics? During the last general 
debate Terlouw explained neatly and without melodrama that the cabinet would do 
the country a tremendous service by leaving immediately. Subsequently it turned 
out that D'66 felt quite comfortable with the socio-economic policy as developed 
by CDA Parliamentary Group Chairman Lubbers which is also being taken over by the 
VV) and Van Agt with a few changes, supplements and nuances. When it came to 

\ cing at the end ot the 4-day debate, however, D's6 appeared to be looking 

a different way. Terlouw did not want to help the cabinet get a comfortable 
‘sajority, although he did agree with the government crew with respect to substance. 
He looks like a student who is caught cheating and is simply being laughed at by 
the left and the right when he tries to justify his behavior. 


"We had to make a choice on politics or content; we chose politics,” said 
financial specialist Engwirda after the debate. Be in favor of the policy, but 
vote against it. Long live reasonableness and political clarity. PvdA, CDA and 
VVD are listening to D'66's contribution to the parliamentary discussions with 
mounting resentment. The PvdA doesn't benefit by D'66 choosing the side of the 
socialists for political reasons, but in fact being more interested in a CDA policy. 
That doesn't look very promising for a new coalition. The CDA doesn't benefit 
either by D'66 outwardly supporting the same policy as the CDA, but in fact 
choosing the other side. And the VVD sadly notes that in many debates D‘°66 shakes 
the CDA louse from the government camp through compromise motions and brings it 
closer to the PvdA, The three parties agree that D'66 doesn’t promote political 
clarity. But how can they say that aloud about a party which shortly might be 
needed so much by each? The VVD hopes for the support of D*°66 tor a second

Van Mt cabinet. The CDA and D'66 often are on the same line in practical 
polities and for the PvdA, D'66 could have the function of nibbling away votes 
trom the CDA and the VVD, so that these parties won't obtain a majority. 


The big parties call D'66 opportunistic, But because of opportunistic reasons, 
they nevertheless don't dare attack the party publicly. And in that climate D'66 
theives and Terlouw plays the Little game of /"Who can do anything to me?"/, They 
are so little used to being attacked that a single little critical article in the 
press makes D'66 Vice Chairman Van Oorschot exclaim that Dutch journalists “are 
vultures, eager for any little fight.” And Terlouw spent an important part of 

his speaking time in the general debate on defending himself against the 
eritiecism on D'66 by Prime Minister Van Agt in the Latter's ELSEVIER interview 

of a few weeks ago. Without being able to refute anything of what the prime 
minister had said, for that matter. D'66 is spoiled, a little blase,. 


Van Mierlo's lesson has been learned, meanwhile, “No more declarations of love 
in the direction of the socialists,” reads the motto, Also, the VVD isn't damned 
and rejected in advance. “We do not exclude any demoractic party," Terlouw keeps 
saying. In a recent interview with the HAAGSE POST he said: “In itself, a com 
bination with the PvdA would not be bad for us. I think we would be constantly 
busy steering the PvdA toward a reasonable policy. There would be a lot of 
fighting in the Catshuis [government offices] and D'66 would continually be front 
page news.” In other wordss D'66 wants to pursue a different policy from that 
of the PvdA, and that leads to trouble. 


"The combination of CDA with D'66 is not at all favorable for us, on the other 
hand,” Terlouw says in the same interview. “lt would be extremely difficult for 

us to portray ourselves in that. Then it would not be easy to show that the 

policy is different because D*66 is in the government, nor for the parliamentary 
group in the chamber either." In this Terlouw is thus saying that as to content 

he can get along quite well with the CDA, But further there are no choices, 
neither to the left nor the right. Within the party a great number of people 
reproach Terlouw for that. “He is avoiding actual choices at crucial moments, just 
like Den Uyl," it is said. “He thinks he can calmly discuss matters such as 
nuclear armament with a congress in a teasonabls manner," says a surprised 
collaborator in the group. Brinkhorst could explain to him what Che ma sonableness 
of the following is like. Brinkhorst has been travelling through the country for 
severa! weeks, togehter with nuclear arms opponent Tommel, a representative from 
Drenthe. At the many D'66 meetings where he speaks he finds little reason and a 
lot of emotion. He was not given much hearing for his reasonable tale. Brinkhorst 
would very much like to become ministe: of foreign affairs in a subsequent cabinet 
and he is mortally afraid of getting an unworkable mandate from his party. In the 
area of nuclear arms D'66 has four trends: the first trend is in favor of modern- 
izing NATO nuclear arms, but that trend hardly receives a bid.

[Report by J.M. Bik: "Den Uyl Must Pursue Election Struggle First in PvdA 
(Labor Party)"] 


[Text] At the end of February 1981, the PvdA will hold its 3-day election congress. 
Then, after having heard the discussions in their branches and regions, the social- 
int congress attendees will decide the definite format of their election program. 
Then they will also decide whether Opposition Leader Den Uyl will act as primary can- 
didate in the May 1982 [sic] elections for the Second Chamber. The congress attend- 
ees do that on occasion, in particular with respect to the stipulation of the Peace 
and Security chapter of their program, to which Den Uyl since last summer has pub- 
liely tied the decision, decisive for him, that the Netherlands must remain 4 mem- 
ber of NATO and should retain one or two nuclear tasks in it. That surprised many 
party associates, and in most cases, unpleasantly. 


Ti ict that many members of the PvdA were taken by surprise is not surprising, how- 
ever. Until now, Den Uyl has never set personal limitations of this nature during 
his lone pertod as first man of the PyvdA. But it is also true that in the past he 
regularly has had his party associates make such far-out statements on the subject 
of seace and security that the position he has taken now may be called remarkable. 


In that respect, one might think back to the joint turning point congresses of the 
PyvdA, PPR [Political Party of Radicals] and D'66 [Democrats '66] in 1972 when be- 
friended D'66 members were allowed to redress the joint election platform on this 
point during a nocturnal closed deliberation. Or back to the PvdA congress on Peace 
ind Seeurity of 1975 which set the Dutch NATO membership at a term of a few years 
unless conditions were met, which still have not been met in part. Thus, in view 
of the history, one can certainly sympathize with the surprise of many a PvdA mem- 
ber over the behavior of the primary candidate, meanwhile appointed as such last 
Suptember. 


Long March 


An enormous flow of amendments has come forth from the branches on the draft elec- 
tion platform. To the extent those preposals for amendments affect the chapter 
Peace and Security, the majority collide with the Den Uyl line, partly because they 
want to make the Netherlands free of nuclear arms in accordance with the slogan of 
the IKV [Inter-Church Peace Council], partly also because they aim at ending the 
Dutch NATO membership. 
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Precise conclusions with respect to the chances of Den Uyl cannot yet be tied to 
those amendments, for no one really knows whether they are representative of (all) 
the branches. But it is certain--and everyone agrees--that Den Uyl will have a very 
difficult time presently, for it is of course even less true that the amendments 
submitted would not say anything about the mood in the branches. It is also certain 
that many party assoctates--wrongly--do not really want to believe that Den Uyl is 
really serious about his threat or, respectively, theytake into account that "Mr 
Fix-It Joop [Den Uyl]" at the proper time no doubt will once again conjure up a pas- 
sable compromise. That impression is mistaken, and partly because of that the pros- 
pective candidate has started the long march through the PvdA to change the mood as 
much as possible to his advantage between now and February 1981. 


Backwards 


Where Den Uyl can do so, he explains his position in speeches, wherever possible 
through the media, last week for example through the VARA [Workers Radio Amateurs 
Association] radio program ZI, the news program of the TROS [Television-Radio Broad- 
casting Corporation] television and the NOS |Netherlands Broadcasting Foundation] 
television program "The Hague Today.” 


Those who heard Den Uyl defend himself a week ago in the radio program of the "related" 
[to the PvdA] VARA with much patience against--reported freely--the proposition that 

he (with his standpoint) really wouldn't do, could understand how difficult this long 
march is going to be. Briefly, Dem Uyl's defense is that the Netherlands can and 

must retain an influence on the (muclear) arms control process through maintaining 

4 minimum number of nuclear arms tasks. And furthermore that in that manner one 

can prevent the FRG from feeling umcovered in the rear, for then Chancellor Schmidt, 
otherwise praised for his contribution to arms control endeavors, might possibly 

react “backwards.” 


One certainly can find fault with that reasoning of Den Uyl. The draft election 
program of the PvdA is taking into account a retrenchment of the currently estimated 
financial means tor the conventional Dutch contribution to NATO, about which the 
current minister of defense writes that in fact they are already insufficient to meet 
long-term agreements which have been made. 


Further, the program, and also Den Uyl, wants to reduce--if necessary unilaterally-- 
the number of Dutch nuclear tasks from the current six to one or two in the coming 
government period. And moreover the draft program says a categorical "no" to the 
modernizing of medium range nuclear arms in Western Europe, on which NATO decided in 
December 1979. 


The latter, however, is interesting for more than one reason. Over a year ago the 
PyvdA was still pleading for a so-called moratorium with respect to the modernization 
of nuclear arms, that is to say its effort was aimed at inducing the Soviet Union-- 
in exchange for NATO's abandoning of modernization--to entirely or partly 

abandon further production and placing of comparable arms, which Moscow rapidly 

and rather firmly modified. Last December, in the Chamber debate on the NATO 
decision which affects the PvdA, amongat others, it was purported that there 
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wan “alt preseat" no Longer a reason for such modernization, A few months Later 
one wondered again whieh international development had led to the tact that in the 
iralt progtam of (he PvdA modetnization was completely rejected while the Soviet 
Union still proved to be willing to start arma control discussions, in spite of 
(or thanke to?) the NATO decision, 


The second teavon whieh makes this ehift in the PvdA position so interesting is 
Lhat precteely Chancellor Setmidt is the man who has very much urged NATO's 
nuclear atm. modernization, partly because he ie of the opinion that only in a 
situation of a certain balance between East and Weat can the arms control debate 
be veriousiy °tarted, 


And precioely this Selmidt, who is praised so highly also by Dutch parties which 
deviate more or less trom this Line, such ae the PvdA, D'66 and CDA (Christian 
Democratic Appeal , had asked the Netherlands amongst other things to participate 
in the nuclear athe modernization from the standpoint of political solidarity. 


lt 15 not & question here of whether the Netherlands will shortly find iteelf 
loreed to curtail the defense budget, and neither is it @ question of whether the 
exioting number of nuclear arms tasks in NATO could be decreased, and it is even 
less @ Question of whether the Netherlands will be allowed or will ‘eve to try to 
net the chosen number of 572 new NATO nuclear arms reduced. What is a. stake here 
is that Den Uyl's reasoning, in all the difficulties he already evokes in his own 
party, probably is net sound enough Co prevent the result feared by hin. 


Concessions

How will it be in 
Sor 4 months’ time when new macro-economic setbacks lead to even tighter problems 
of cholce with respect to incomes, returns, work opportunity, the levelling policy 
and the coupling of welfare minimums to the minimum wane? However that may be, 
one can detend the position that the election campaign can only really start for 
the PyvdA on 1 Mareh, namely only when an end has come to the incertainty of whether 
Den Uyl will be the primary candidate and on what conditions.

[Yext] Knut FPrydenlund has put behind him the first Norwegian foreign ministerial 
visit to our Soviet neighbor since 1966, after a period during which Norway's rela-

Rast and Weet is greater than for many years. The visit has been useful, both as a 
link in the chain of contacts which should take place across the lines of the poli- 
tical game in Europe, and particularly as a part of the underdeveloped dialog at a 
high political level between Norwegian and Soviet leaders. Technological, economic 
and political developments mean that the points of contact between our two countires 
continue to increase, not least in the north, and will require sutual respect and 
willingness to cooperate if they are not also to develop into pointe of friction. 
Frydenlund rightly pointed out, in his speech to Foreign Minister Andrey Gromyko, 
that there is “broad support among the Norwegian people for maintaining and building 
further on good-neighborly relations with the Soviet Union." 


But the departure point for such expansion must always be not only Norway's NATO 
vembership, which Frydenlund has stressed a number of times during his stay in Moscow, 
but also Soviet recognition of Norway's right as an independent state to guarantee 
its own security, alone and in collaboration with its allies. in ceremonial speeches 
and communiques the Russians are more than willing to allow Norway such a right, 

but as soon as practical security measures come into the picture, Norwegian authori- 
ties are subjected to severe Soviet criticism which once again burdens relations 
between our two countries. We have seen this so many times in the past in connection 
sith so many different issues, ever since Norway joined NATO in 1949, that we have 
often been able to ask wheter the Soviet Union is really able and willing to accept 
a small neighbor's equal right to guarantee its own security. The most recent in- 
stance has concerned the contingency stockpiling of U.S. military equipment, and 
here Frydenlund was subjected to sharp criticiem on three occasions in a single day 
in Moscow: We must expect similar new objections to be raised whenever the Russians 
are displeased about something. We ought to note that during Frydenlund's visit 

the Russian leaders in no way gave credit for the Norwegian decision to site the 
contingency atockpiles in Trondelag and not in northern Norway; unilateral conces- 
sions and considerations are accepted in Moscow as if this were something self- 
evident. It again confirmthat the foundation for a fruitful and realistic Norwegian 




















policy toward the Soviet Union gust be laid in Norway itself, through a government 
demonatration of {irmness and clarity in the implementation of a well thoughtout 
security policy, solidly based on the etrong will .o defend Norway to be found in 
Norwegian public opinion. 


if the Rusatane reapect Norway's right as an independent atate to guarantee ite own 
security, and the government succeeds in pursuing a relatively correct line in ite 
security and foreign policies, then all the conditions will be fulfilled for mutually 
beneficial cooperation between Norway and the Soviet Union on a number of practical 
questions. Both Norway and the Soviet Union expressed in Moscow a desire for ex- 
panded cooperation, and we believe and hope that Frydenlund's visit will have made 

a positive contribution to bringing such cooperation a step closer. But only time 
and the Rusetane’ future policy will tell whether further polemics or increased 
contact will characterize relations between our two countries in the years to come.

SPS CONFERENCE PROPOSES REFERENDUM ON ARMAMENT

[Text) This year's party congress of the Social Democratic Party of Switzerland 
(SPS), which took place on Saturday and Sunday in Geneva's ultramodern conference 
center, was conducted with more discipline than was the case at previous noisier 
meetings, although che list of subjects under discussion was just as lengthy, and 
the overall tone of the negotiations was less emotional, although the troublesome- 
ness of the left as compared to the voting population was at least the same. 
Emphasis during the 17? hours of negotiations was primarily on the launching 

of new tnitiatives--cthe referendum on armament and possibly an  iitiative for 
obtaining finances"--, the “internal mobilization” of the SPS wich is suffering 
from loss of members, the restoration of the party's finances, and Roman Brodmann's 
display of fireworks on media policy, which led to the renunciation of the SPS's 
planned deliberation of the media policy concept, and instead revived old dreams 
of a “great leftist newspaper” in Switzerland. 


More Money for Political Education 


in the presence of numerous guests from Switzerland and from abroad--among them 
Federal Council members Pierre Aubert and Willi Ritschard, and PLO representative 
Daoud Barakat, who was greeted with great applause--the approximately 700 delegates 
first addressed themselves to the topic of “internal party mobilization.” 


Stefan Portmann (Solothurn), president of the committee for the party's internal 
educational work, based the necessity for internal educational work on the 
contemporary jargon of leftist pedagogy. He said that it is necessary because 
“making the workforce apolitical is a major goal of bourgeois social policy." 
The educational goal of the traditional workers’ education, which had been under 
che motto of “knowledge is power,” is no longer sought; instead it is an 
“autonomous aad self-administered education,” which apparently is no longer 

to be “alienated” through (learning) achievements. Plans for 1982 under the 
new concept include, among other things, increased education for women and the 
furthering of youth. The necessary means for that are secured by a change of 
statute which prescribes that in future at least one-tenth of the party's 
finances are to be used for political education. The delegates voted 406 to 

5 in favor of this statutory change, which would release approxisately 100 , 000 
francs for educational purposes immediately. 
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Initiative To Obtain Finances as Means of Pressure 


Party president Helmut Hubacher took action for the first time in dealing with 
suggestions for launching new peoples’ initiatives--which are always numer at 
SPS conferences, He explained the party chairman's proposal chat the congress 
should order the party leadership to launch only one, at moat two initiatives, 
and merely set the order of priorities, Highest priority--and thie was totally 
undisputed=-was given to the introduction of a referendum on armament credits, 
as had been demanded by last year's conference in Bern under leftwing leadership. 
Second, it is to be made possible for the party leadership (and with it the 

SP fraction in the confederate councils), to launch a “people's initiative in the 
area of tinance with partial appropriation” in favor of public transit, which 
should contain the following elements: heavy traffic tax, highway stickers and 
tunnel fees, as well as an expanded appropriation of part of the gasoline tariff 
surcharge. According to Hubacher, obtaining new state finances is important 
because “rightist liberalism" pursues a policy which leads to an empty treasury 
ani will not allow Finance Minister Ritschard to be successful. For that reason, 
he stated, a “goal-directed financial initiative” is even more important at this 
time than the also desired improvements in social insurance. 


Following this, numerous section representatives spoke in favor of launching 
initiatives in the areas of the “second column” and of health insurance, but 
also for tunnel fees, party financing and “improved personal protection." 

Party pree dent Hubacher also denounced the “second pillar” which is being shaped 
in parliament, and stated that in the council's version it would cause “a 
national deception rather than a national pension.” But in spite of this, he 
stated, one must not forestall the conclusion of the parliamentary debates. A 
possible result could be collaboration with the federation of trade unions, which 
will presumably launch a social political initiative at a somewhat later date. 


Radica! Rhetoric in Social Policy 
Basic criticiam ot the unusual procedure of delegating the launching of initiatives 


to the party leadership was heard primarily from the president of the Young Socialists, 
Anreas Gross from Zurich: "We will not be told by the party leadership for what 


cause we ought co go into the streets and collect signatures!" According to 
Gross, the party congress itself must decide which initiatives the party wishes 
to launch. But this opposition lost 336 to 162. As consolation, as it were, the 


party leadership had a strongly worded resolution regarding the “second column" 
distributed and passed, in which the bourgeois parties, among others, are accused 
of having broken promises made in 1972. The “bourgeoisie” is accused of having no 
sense of responsibility to the state or to the people. 


Firet, however, the launching of the initiative to introduce the referendum on 
armament had been decided almost unanimously--even federal counci |member Aubert 
raised his pink voting card. Thus, the SPS's initiative priority list for the 
comine fiscal year reads as follows: 


1. The intreduction of the referendum on armament will certainly be started. 


2 The “initiative for obtaining finances” vill presumably be launched by the 


party leadership. 














3}, In case it should appear “unalterable” to the party leadership, it can launch 
an initiative on the "second column or health ineurance-*or at least threaten to 
do 80, 


Support of the"Mitenand” Initiative and of the Civil Service Initiative 


The party leadership was less successful in ite guarded recommendations in 
support of curwent inttlatives, Still in agreement with the party leadership, 
the delegates approved the support of the people's initiative "for a real civil 
service” which had been launched in 1979, They went further in their support 
of the "Mitenand” initiative, obligating the SPS with a vote of 252 to 160 to 
juin the initlative committee and to participate actively in the campaign. The 
congress also supported a petition which is to grant all foreigners living in 
Switeerland for at least 5 years the right to vote in local elections. Support 
of an RML apprentice workshop initiative and of a termination initiative of the 
' \tietian labor unions was rejected, however, in apite of the insistence of two 
ections from Geneva. We cannot “write blank checks left and right," declared 
ouncilwoman Lilian Uchtenhagen from Zurich.

S'RMEN ASSESS STATEMENTS OF GREEK PRIME MINISTER

[Text] The statements that Greek Prime Minister Yeoryios Rallis made to Milliyet 
are interesting; they are filled with points as contradictory as they are inter- 
esting. 


Yeorylos Rallis’ statements contain positive points from the standpoint of Turkish- 
Greek relations. Chief among these is his assertion that it would be ridiculous 

to pursue the Megalo Idea at this juncture. It is encouraging that this country's 

prime minister has stated that groups pursuing the Megalo Idea in Greece are small 

and toolish organizations. 


Similarly, Mr Rallis’ statement that he definitely believes in cooperation between 
furkey and Greece is hopeful. And in fact the Greek Prime Minister's assertion 
that the Ataturk-Venizelos rapprochement was an act of reason and not sentiment 
and his regarding this past development as a sign of the necessity for cooperation 
between the two countries are the products of a rational as well as a positive and 
ceastructive approach to events. 


We see that Creek Prime Minister Rallis believes in the usefulness of a summit 
conference. He said that when required he is ready to meet with the Turkish prime 
minister. “Ho over, a number of individuals in the Greek government say that such 
a meeting must be well prepared and concrete results must be produced so as not 

to disappoint the peoples of both nations who pin their hopes on it." 


One must endorse this appreech as a realistic one. 


It is impossible not to agree with Mr Rallis’ conclusion that the biggest problem 
between Turkey and Greece is mutual distrust. 


From this point on certain contradictions arise in the logic of Mr Rallis’ state- 
ments which have been internally consistent up to here and which should be greeted 
positively by Turkish opinion. In fact, with regard to disarmament of Creek 
isitands in the Aegean, Mr Rallis never gave a candid and satisfactory answer, 
assertine that even to discuss the matter would be objectionable. 


Yet we are all aware that international agreements demand all manner of weaponry 
be removed from the Greek islands in the Aegean. 
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At a time when, in our opinion, Turkey is acquiesing in the wrong way to points 
which Greece made conditional for its return to NATO's military wing and when 
Turkey is making major and altruistic gestures of good will, it should be expected 
that Athens would favor positive developments on the Aegean islands issue, 


Reticence on this matter turns the problem of mutual distrust intoa question of; 
which came firat, the chicken or the egg? 


If Greece expects an end to distrust as the prerequisite for returning the Aegean 
islands to the status envisioned by international agreementa, it should know that 
the Turkish public also desires a solution to the islands problem as a positive 
atep in overcoming this distrust, If a first ste» is required to remove distrust, 
then the ball is in Greece's corner. For Turkey, right or wrong, took an important 
step on the matter of returning Athens to the military wing. 


On another matter, the Greek parliament's efforts against the Turks of western 
Thrace aimed at limiting their rights and freedoms and, more, the return of 

Ataturk posters and Turkish flags sent to Turkish children in western Thrace-- 

both occurring as Rallis <tatements go to press--appear to be actions contradictory 
to the prime minister's words. 


Sending Ataturk posters to Turks in western Thrace is not intended to arouse 
chauvinist feelings among these people, 


Ataturk's conception of nationalism is devoid of chauvinism and racism. Besides, 
Ataturk--along with Venizelos--is one of the two great architects of Turkish- 
Creek rapprochement. 


Despite all of these contradictions, we who sincerely wish to transform the Aegean 
into a sea of tranquility and cooperation for the peoples of both shores are pre- 
pared to view the positive tack of Greek Prime Minister Rallis’ statements as the 
first glimmer of a step forward.

Text] Teams of the Ankara Police Department Political Branch have uncovered active 
ities in Ankara conducted by an illegal group called the Turkish Kurdistan Soctaliat 


Marty. The teams carried out a series of operat ons resulting in the arrest of 33 
persons. 


Ankara province leaders of this group, who were apparently conducting activities with 


“divistonist and separatist” aims, and militants of celle affiliated with them were 
ilso arrested, 


As the result of investigations it became apparent that this Lllegal group--estab- 
Lished with the name the Turkish Kurdish Soctalist Party and reportedly having a 
Marxist-Leninist orlented platform--previously disguised itself with the name the 
lraqt Kurdistan Soctalist Party. It appears that attorney Kemal Burkay, who was con- 
vieted on charges of divistoniam by the Diyarbakir Martial Law Military Court in 
1972, tounded the group and serves as its leader. According to gathered information 
it has been determined that Burkay fled to Fast Germany after the 12 September coup. 


Portee setzed the charter used by this group--which is known to have conducted joint 
yper clons with Freedom Rood and the Revolutionary Peoples Culture Assoc lat ion--docu- 
vents regarding its program, leaflets announcing its establishment, /3 thousand

liacrtet were removed from the place where group members had kept them hidden while 
in Ankara.

NEW SEVERANCE PAY LAW EXAMINED 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 10 Dee 80 p 5

[Text] Without even 2 months having gone by since the passage of the severance 
pay law, the topics of discussion during the first scientific meeting on the new 
provistons have made it evident that the severance pay problem with regard to 
employer-employee relations is a priority matter and that the solution to such 
problema will be sought in new legal arrangements, 


It has been pointed out that severance pay, which reportedly will take the place 
of unemployment insurance for short-term employment and retirement bonuses for 
long-term employment, can never sustain these distorted functions espectally 
after its restructuring. It is evident that even some employers defend the need 
to establish unemployment insurance as soon as possible, 


But the sides support antithetical positions as to whether the right to severance 
pay facilitates the dismissal of employees, While employers state that the bur- 

den of severance pay has an impact on employee dismissal, unionists have stressed 
that {t presents no obstacle to the employers arbitrarily dismissing an employee. 


In addressing the new problems brought about by the new severance pay law, the 
consensus reached for varied reasons was: “Loopholes have been left that are in 
need of legal resolution, It tsa defective from the standpoint of legal procedure. 
As with all laws, implementation has created new problems and new legal arrange- 
ments will be required to resolve these new problems." 


Mintater of Labor Prof Turan Esener has disclosed that the new fund law will 
clarify “the right to severance pay for resignation.” Prof Kenay Tuncomag and 
other scholars and jurists, who made an evaluation as to the legality of the 

new provisions, asserted that the law has a mandatory rule: payments cannot be 
made either for resignation or in othe: iike cases--no matter the description--and 
employers who do pay will be subject criminal penalties. It is stressed that 
backward provisions of the law which invalidate labor contracts debilitate th. 
principle of protecting rights already gained, 


Some employers have said that the phenomenon called “social flare up" must be 
monitored and that they are seeking ways of paying severance according to 
Article l6--since it te tllegal at this time to dismiss a worker in line with 











Article |}--to workers who want to quit. Some of them defend the necessity of 
the new legal provisions using a completely opposite tact. They have proposed 


the abrogation of such provisions in the law as "(a worker) cannot remain less 
than 30 days." 


Uo the one hand there is an inelination to seek solutions to the problems 

brought on by the new law in the fund bill or in new legal arrangements while, on 
the other hand, lawsuits hack away at the right to severance pay.... Moreover, 

4 new ruling has been added to those stating that weekday and holiday wages wil! 
not be taken into account for severance pay purposes and that Limited military 
service in related work fields will not be covered by severance pay. In ruling 


umber 1278 of statute 980/1075, certificated periods also will not be taken into 
count tor severance pay purposes, 


t is apparent that this ls a unique development in the l4-year history of the 
ndependent labor movement. But the severance pay right--whose function has been 
‘istorted by installing it in the place of numerous worker rights--will be 


lebated for quite a long time and most probably will in the end work to the dis- 
lvantage of all workers, 


wonder {f those who have opened their eyes to the development of a severance 
pay right are the ones attempting to find shelter in it? But when will they put 
the agenda the tnnumerable and vascly important worker rights that have never 
<isted in Turkish labor law? We should state right now that this problem was 
{rected at the untonist and the worker long before the employer and the legis- 
itor. There must first of all be a realization that insurance for job insecurity 


and unemployment are more important than severance pay and that severance pay 
inmot take the place of these prerogatives.
